INDIAN OCEAN PEACE ZONE ‘UNLIKELY'--The federal government says there is 
little likelihood of the Indian Ocean being proclaimed as a zone of peace. 
In a report to Parliament, the government's Joint Defense and Foreign 
Affairs Committee says the combination of Soviet troops in Afghanistan, 
American proposals for a rapid deployment force and the improvement of 
(?air) and naval facilities on the island of Diego Garica, makes the 
declaration of the Indian Ocean as a peace zone unlikely. The committee 
says Darwin may become an even more significant staging post for America's 
rapid deployment force if current United States strategy is changed to 
anticipate a westward rather than eastward route to the Middle East in 
time of crisis.

CRUDE OIL RESERVES--A government report says there is a good chance that 
Australia can double its crude oil reserves. The report says assessments 
by industry and government agencies indicate that reserves can be doubled 
by an active exploration program. The report on petroleum exploration and 
development in Australia was prepared by the Department of National 
Development and Energy. It says the area of Australia's sedimentary basins 
is large and the density of drilling so far has been low. About two-thirds 
of Australia's liquid fuel requirements are met from local production, 
maiuly in the Bass Strait oilfields. However, production from known fields 
is expected to decline after the mid-1980's. The report says self-suffi- 
ciency may fall to around one half by the late 1980's unless significant 
new discoveries are made soon.

PAPER NOTES ACHIEVEMENTS IN AGRICULTURAL SECTOR 
BK110722 Rangoon WORKING PBOPLE'S DAILY in English 4 May 82 p 4 
[Fditorial: “Extension of High-Yield Crops Cultivation" ] 


(Text) Our agricultural sector mainly depends on 20 scheduled crops 
including paddy which make up the bulk of the sector's output. Under the 
third 4-year plan the sector steadily grew by an average of 8.6 percent 
annually. This year, the first year of the fourth 4-year plan, it is 
planned to grow by 5.2 percent. 


lo fulfill this year's production target set for the agricultural sector, 
we must naturally concentrate on the cultivation of the 20 scheduled crops, 
which had accounted for the success of the sector under the previous 4-year 
plan. The most notable and significant feature of the agricultural sector 
under the third 4-year plan has been special high-yield varieties not only 
of paddy but also of the other 19 scheduled crops which were responsib:i® 
for the marked improvement in the performance of the sector. 


lhe high-yield paddy was introduced in two townships in 1978-79, the base 
year of third 4-year plan, and extended to 23 townships, 43 townships and 
72 townships in the successive years and to 78 townships in 1981-82. The 
high-vield project has increased the national average of paddy yield per 
acre from 36.8 baskets [1 basket equals 46 pounds] in 1976-77 (before 
high-yield strains were introduced] to 57.06 baskets in 1981-82. 


Following the success of high-yield paddy, the high-yield strains for 

other 19 scheduled crops--wheat, corm, pulses and beans, oil crops, cotton, 
jute, sugarcane, potato and sorghum--were introduced in 1980-81 in 43 
townships and extended to 6] townships in 1981-82. The yield of most of 
these scheduled crops has considerably increased. Consequently earnings 
from the export of agricultural produce has increased from K 1,069.7 million 
in 1977-78 to K 1,911.7 million in 1981-82. 


fo keep up the good trend of production in the agricultural sector, the 
cultivation of high-yield strains of 20 scheduled crops will be extended 
to 30 more townships increasing the total number of townships covered by 
the high-yield strains (including paddy) to 169 this year, it was announced 























by U Ye Ghung, minister for agriculture and forests, while addressing the 
coordination meeting on agriculture, livestock and fisheries and forests 
on 28 April. 


To realize the agricultural sector's higher production targets for this 
year, the departments concemed must start making preparations including 
allocation of land for high-yield crops and delivery of inputs in tim. 
The peasants Asiayones at same time must start campaigning to persuade the 
peasants to meet the stipulated acreage of scheduled crops. It will be a 
fitting way of welcoming the 1982-83 cultivation season.

TRADE DELEGATION RETURNS--The Burmese trade delegation headed by Deputy 
Minister for Trade U Khin Maung Yi, which left Burma on 29 March to discuss 
rice and beans sales in Jaan and the People’s Republic of China, returned 
to Rangoon by air this evening. The Burmese trade delegation stayed in 
Japan for about 1 week and sold 5,000 tons of mung beans and about 3,000 
tons of butter beans and other types of surpluses there. The delegation 
then proceeded to the PRC. In the PRC, where it stayed for about 1 week, 
the delegation signed contracts in Beijing for the sale of 130,000 tons of 
Burmese rice on a government-to-government basis. The Buremese deputy 
trade minister, U Khin Maung Yi, also attended the opening ceremony of the 
Guangzhou summer trade fair.

COMBAT NEWS FROM MONG YAWNG--On 2 April the People's Army conducted a surprise 
attack on a platoon of the military government's mercenary 3d Chin Rifles 
Regiment when the enemy unit sallied out of (Wan Wun) camp east of Mong 

Yawng. According to early reports, nine enemy soldiers, including a 

mercenary officer, were killed and several others were wounded. One enemy 
soldier was taken prisoner. The People's Army seized 4 G-4's, 4 G-3's, 

2 G-2's, and 9 other firearms--for a total of 19 assorted weapons--4 grenades, 
more than 2,000 rounds of assorted ammunition and some military supplies. 

On the same day, the (Wun Daunk) camp near (Wan Wun) was attacked. The 

attack resulted in one enemy soldier being killed and another taken prisoner. 
According to incomplete reports, the People's Army seized 2 G-3's and more 
than 900 rounds of assorted ammunition, 3 grenades and a large quantity of 
military supplies in the battle.

CONFERENCE ON INDIAN OCEAN PEACE ZONE HELD IN DELHI 
Gandhi Message 
New Delhi PATRIOT in English 23 Apr 82 p 1 


[Text] Prime Minister Mrs Indira Gandhi has expressed the hope that the will 
of the peace-loving peoples would ultimately prevail in making the Indian 
Ocean as a zone of peace, says PTI. 


In a message of good wishes to the World Conference on "Indian Ocean as zone 
of peace" which opened in the Capital on Friday, Mrs Gandhi said virtually 
all countries abutting the Indian Ocean were of the view that it should be 
a zone of peace, 


"However, against their expressed wishes, the region has been militarised 
with an ever-increasing presence of warships and submarines and the building 
of bases," Mrs Gandhi said, 


The Prime Minister said for the time being the countries of the region "may 
seem to be helpless," but the will of "peaceable peoples must prevail and 
we cannot refrain from giving expression to our deeply-held beliefs." 


The Prime Minister's message was greeted with thunderous applause by the 
1,000-odd delegates to the three-day conference, 


Romesh Chandra Speech 
New Delhi PATRIOT in English 24 Apr 82 p 10 


(Text] The world conference on Indian Ocean began in the Capital on Friday 
on a resolute note=-that it should be declared a zone of peace in accordance 
with the UN resolution of 1971, 


In his inaugural address to the conference attended by over 150 delegates 
from 60 countries, World Peace Council president Romesh Chandra said the 
conference had proved that the international peace movement had greater 
power than the forces of war, 








The militarisation of the Indian Ocean and the US boycott of the 1981 UN 
conference had shown that its intentions were imperialistic--seeking the 
natural resources of the South East Asian region, Mr Romesh Chandra said, 


The Soviet delegation leader Mirza I[bragimov proposed that the conference 
should draft a specific action programme by the peoples of the participating 
countries towards ensuring peace,security and cooperation in the Indian 
Ocean. 


The present forum, Mr Ibragimov suggested, could appeal to the UN General 
Assembly for a redoubled effort to turn the Indian Ocean into a zone of 
peace, 


Tension 


In his message, United Nations Special Committee on Apartheid vice chairman 
Kravets said peace and security in the Indian Ocean zone was essential for 
strengthening peace and solidarity. 


Despite the 1971 UN General Assembly declaration, tension and arms race in 
the Indian Ocean continues, deteriorating the political and security climte 
of the zone, 


The UN conference on Indian Ocean could not be conveyed, Mr Kravets pointed 
out, in 1981 due to the dilatory tactics of some States, 


The inaugural session of the international conference was addressed by 
representatives of 10 other organisations expressing solidarity with the 
cause of declaring Indian Ocean as a peace zone, 


The meeting is being attended by 300 delegates from India, in addition to 
delegates from abroad, 


In a message to the conference Soviet President L,I. Brezhnev urged all peace 
loving States and people to struggle for turning Indian Ocean into a zone of 
peace, 


Imperialist forces, the message read, had whipped up the arms race, declared 
the acceptability of nuclear war and grossly interfered in the affairs of 
independent States. All this could not but cause well-founded concern among 
the people of the Indian Ocean countries about their security. 


Other Speeches Reported 
New Delhi PATRIOT in English 25 Apr 82 p 12 
[Text] The world conference on Indian Ocean on Saturday appealed to all 


peace-loving countries to launch an offensive against US imperialists from 
turning the Indian Ocean into a military zone, 











The two-day conference which was attended by over 150 delegates from 16 
countries warned of a nuclear holocaust in South East Asia if the Indian 
Ocean was not allowed to remain a zone of peace, 


Speaking at the conference organised by the All-India Peace and Solidarity 
Organisation, CPI leader N.K. Krishnan lashed out at the Reagan administra- 
tion for using the Indian Ocean as a springboard for suppression of liberation 
movements and progressive aspirations of the people, 


"Against this background the question of turning the Indian Ocean a zone of 
peace has acquired crucial significance for the preservation of world 
peace," he pointed out, 


Warning that the US manoeuvres were creating a direct threat to Indian 
sovereignty, the CPI leader said that it wes clear that Washington wanted 
to exert military pressure on the littoral States, 


CP-M Politburo member Harkrishan Singh Surjit condemed the US Government 
for destabilisation of peace in various regions and said that the imperialist 
forces were turning the Indian Ocean into a zone of military domination," 


Congress*l leader and former J and K Chief Minister Syed Mir Qa:im warned 
that the armament race was threatening the world with a nuclear catastrophe 
and felt that the Indian Ocean at present was a major centre of the war plans 
of the forces of imperialism, 


The Hungarian Peace Council Development Committee president Joseph Biro, 
addressing the economic session of the conference, called for non-interference 
into the internal affairs of States by external powers and said that to achi 
achieve a new economic order States should have sovereignty over their raw 
material and their richness. 


He lauded the Soviet Union for its struggle for a new economic order and 

said that it was the Soviet Union and other socialist countries that supported 
the people of young States. "The countries of the socialist commmities do 
not want to exploit the developing countries, 


Hungarian Peace Council presidium member Andras Balogh said that the movement 
for turning the Indian Ocean as a zone of peace had evoked our sympathies as 
it implies demands to eliminate all military bases, installations and the 
disposition of nuclear weapons, 


Chandra Press Conference

[Text] New Delhi is reported to have rejected a US request for extending 
berthing facilities to ships from Diego Garcia in Indian ports, 

















Diego Garcia, a strategic island in Indian Ocean about 1600 kilometres from 
Indian shores, is being modernised with facilities for nuclear warships with 
runways for the biggest US bombers and made a key centre for the US rapid 
deployment forces, 


World Peace Council President Romesh Chandra briefing newsmen on the 
conclusion of the three-day World Conference on the Indian Ocean as a Zone 
of Peace in the Capital on Sunday said that the 3000 million dollar US aid to 
Pakistan was an attempt to make it a bastion of US imperialism and assign it 
the role Shah of Iran used to play. 


The delegates to the conference, representing over 60 countries, and 17 
international organisations, expressed concern at the “extremely” dangerous 
situation created by the “unprecedented” US arms buildup and extension of 
its military network in the Indian Ocean region, 


Mr Chandra said that the New Delhi declaration on Indian Ocean as a Zone 
of Peace would be conveyed to the special session of the UN opening on 

7 June, A delegation of the conference would present the declaration to 
the UN General Assembly president and othermenbers, 


The conference passed a number of resolutions which condemned the Israeli 
aggression against Lebanon. 


It also severely criticised the US provocations and threats to the Socialist 
People's Libyan Arab Jamahiriya and the US attempts to prevent a peaceful 
democratic solution to the Cyprus problems on the basis of the UN resolutions, 


The World Peace Conference on the Indian Ocean as a Zone of Peace in its 
declaration viewed with concern the nefarious designs of the US and its 
attempts to disturb peace in the Indian Ocean zone and other regions. 


The US nuclear base in Diego Garcia is capable to attack many littoral states 
in West Asia and the Gulf, Africa and South Asia, 


The declaration observed that US had its military bases in other areas of 
the Indian Ocean which included Oman, Bahrain, Kenya, Somalia, Egypt, Saudi 
Arabia, South Africa and Australia, 


The US was also continuing its attempts to acquire facilities for military 
activities in Sri Lanka, particularly in the Eastern part of Tricomlee, 


Mr Romesh Chandra said that the US and its allies were trying to block the 
convening of the conference, In this context the World Conference stressed 
the importance of convening the session of the UN ad hoc committee and 
called upon the governments of the Indian Ocean countries to study the 
possibility of organising such a session in their own region, 
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The UN conference to be held in the first half of 1983 should elaborate a 
broad international agreement on the Indian Ocean as a Zone of Peace and 
would be the first important practical step towards the implementation of 
this proposal of littoral and hinterland states,

INDIA COMPLETES IMF'S FIRST YEAR BORROWING 
Calcutta THE STATESMAN in English 26 Apr 82 p 1 


(Text] New Delhi, April 26--India has drawn the remaining SDR 300 million 
(over Rs 300 crores) from the IMF, thus completing the first year's borrowing 
of SDR 900 million, reports PTI, Officials are now discussing the programme 
for 1982-83 during which the IMF will make available SDR 1,800 million under 
the extended arrangement for a total of SDR 5 billion over a three-year period, 


India has fulfilled the criteria for IMF financing for the first year, The 
balance of payments needs, the steps taken to promote production and exports 
and the liberalization of imports are likely to justify the release of 
further instalments after June 1982. A mid-year review is expected after 
India has drawn a couple of instalments out of the second year's borrowing. 


The Aid India Consortium will meet in Paris on June 14 and 15 to examine 
India's foreign exchange requirements for 1982-83, It is hoped that the 
Consortium will at least maintain in real terms what was pledged last year-- 
$3.4 billion of which the World Bank group accounted for more than $2 billion, 


ADB Capital 


India and other developing member countries of the Asian Development Bank are 
pressing for a significant percentage of paid-up capital in the »roposed 
general increase of capital to facilitate lending at relatively cheaper rates, 


The third general increase in the ADB's capital stock and a further replenish- 
ment of the resources of the Asian Development Fund will be the major subjects 
of discussion at the annual meeting of the ADB in Manila from April 28 to 30, 


The Indian delegation led by the Finance Minister, Mr Pranab Mukherjee, will 
also have discussions with the new president, Mr Musao Fujioka, and senior 
officials of ADB separately in the context of India's decision to borrow 
from the bank from 1983, 


India is expected to go in for a borrowing of up to $2 billion from the 
bank. Although India is entitled to draw from the bank's concessional 
lending window, ADF, it does not propose to claim any share because it wants 
other developing countries like Bangladesh, Bhutan, Nepal and Burma to avail 
of the soft credits, 
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Once the general capital increase is efiected, the ADB is expected to send 
a mission to India to hold discussions and draw up a report which will 
identify the priority areas, Negotiations will subsequently be held for 
assistance to specific projects in conformity with national priorities and 
objectives.

CENTER FOR STUDIES ON INDOCHINA INAUGURATED 
Foreign Minister, Cthers Speak 
New Delhi PATRIOT in English 24 Apr 82 pp 1, 7 


(rext] External Affairs Minister P.V. Narasimha Rao on Friday expressed 
grave concern over the competitive activities of big powers in Indochina, and 
said that tension and instability plagued the region and attempts were under- 
way to intensify civil war. 


He said: "It was a sad tragedy that the people of Indochina who have suffered 
so much on account of foreign intervention and civil war continued to be 
victims of great powers rivalry." 


Inaugurating the Indian Centre for Studies on Indochina at a function held 
in the Capital, Mr Rao said that India was anxious to restore peace, stabil- 
ity end security inSouth-East Asia, "We have urged upon the countries in 
the region to find a political solution." 


The inaugural function was attended by a large number of diplomats, including 
Ambassadors from the Indochina countries, academicians and political leaders, 
Former Indian ambassador to US and the chairman of the Centre T.N, Kaul 
presided, 


Mr Rao pointed out that during the 1981 Non-Aligned Foreign Minister's confer- 
ence a consensus was reached to de-escaiate tension in the region through a 
comprehensive political solution, That provided for withdrawal of all foreign 
powers so as to ensure full respect for the sovereignty, independence and 
territorial integrity of all states in the region including Kampuchea, he 
added, 


"We are of the view that this consensus could serve as a starting point for 
negotiations between the countries concerned," 


Traditional Ties 


Elaborating on the traditional close and friendly relations between India and 
Indochina countries, Mr Rao noted that the relations suffered immeasurably 
during the colonial period, However, late Vietnamese President Ho Chi Minh 
during his struggle for liberation in the 1940's maintained close contacts 
with Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru, These contacts strengthened the resolve of the 
two leaders to work with great vigor for their respective independence, 
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He observed that the struggles of our peoples against colonialism and foreign 
intervention inculcated a deep awareness of each other's aspirations and 
problems, After we achieved freedom, it was natural that we decided to estab- 
lish once more the ciose relations between our countries, Mr Rao said. 


"The common stand of our countries on a number of issues such as colonialisa, 
apartheid, support to liberation movements in Africa, Latin America and Asia, 
nonalignment and our desires to keep our region free from big power competi- 
tion and reduce tension in the world have helped us to strengthen and 
diversify our bilateral relations." 


Sorrow for Kampuchea 


India, Mr Rao said, had watched with great concern and sorrow the civil war 
in Kampuchea and the sufferings faced by the people there under the barbaric 
regime of Pol Pot, Our decision to establish diplomatic relations with 
Kampuchea in July 1980 was both a recognition of the realities of the situa- 
tion and affirmation of our desires to help in the establishment of peace, 
stability and security in the region, 


Though India had several problems, Mr Rao said, we were willing to share our 
technology with Indochina to the extent we could, “If more countries of the 
South come forward to share their resources and technology with each other 
it could make an important contribution to the economic development and 
prosperity of the developing countries," he added, 


He said that the relations of Indochina and the ASEAN was extremely important 
for peace and amity in the region and for elimination of great power inter- 
ference, 


Mr Rao hoped that the new Centre would undertake and encourage the study in 
India of all facets of the history, society, culture and development in 
Indochina of the present and future relations between India and Indochina, 


Bridge of Peace 


Centre chairman T.N, Kaul observed that friendship between India and Indochina 
was essential for safeguarding peace and security and also for promoting the 
development of South and South-East Asia, He said that the friendship was 

not aimed at against any third countries but could act as a catalytic agent 

to bring about a better relation between Indochina on one hand, and ASEAN and 
South Asia on the other, 


He said the best way to resist the attempts being made by some powers to 
divide the nonaligned movement was by enlarging the area of peace, coopera- 
tion, mutual understanding and respect from Gulf countries to South West, to 
Indochina and ASEAN to South-East. India could become a sort of “bridge of

PRC, DK MOTIVES FOR ENCOURAGING COALITION TALKS CRITICIZED 
Paris MOUL KHMER in Cambodian Mar 82 pp 10, 1l 


[Text] Prince Sihanouk and Khieu Samphan (the Khmer Rouge chieftain) agreed 
in Beijing to unite in order to drive the Vietnamese out of Kampuchea. The 
prince made this agreement because he wants China to provide weapons to his 
group along the Kampuchea-Thai border. Son Sann, for his part, did not parti- 
cipate. But in Paris, in order to show its sincerity and its desire to liber- 
ate the country, he said his group agreed to let him go to Beijing. He will 
personally go to see Prince Sihanouk and then talk to Khieu Samphan about a 
coalition government. 


But according to Khmer Rouge ideas, this coalition is in the framework of a 
Khmer Rouge Kampuchea (Democratic Kampuchea) which means recognition of what 
the Khmer Rouge have done since 1975 to the present day: the mass killing and 
the destruction of the country. 


For Beijing's part, said Han Nienlong, vice foreign minister, to strengthen 
anti-Vietnamese forces fundamentally is in the interest of driving the Viet- 
namese out. Does China want Prince Sihanouk as the leader and the Khmer 

Rouge as the fighting force as it was in 1970? Han Nienlong criticized some 
opinions which discredited the Khmer Rouge during the international conference 
in New York last year saying: "If they weaken the Khmer Rouge today it does 
not only mean the fall of Kampuchea but Thailand as well." He added that each 
of the Kampuchean liberation groups cannot easily defeat Vietnam by itself. 
Therefore, they must unite. According to some, this coalition may come to 
pass only when the Khmer ' ge is weakened. This idea is not true. We cannot 
allow the Khmer Rouge to »« weakened. This clearly indicates that no matter 
what happens, Beijing will never abandon the Khmer Rouge. 


Han Nienlong said, “China is not the master of the Khmer Rouge. China has 

the same esteem for all three groups." He added: "Some people have the 
opinion that China helps the Khmer Rouge for its self-interest. It is not so, 
he said. China wants Kampuchea to be neutral, independent and peaceful and 
agrees that Kampuchea would not be communist in the future. What did Mr Han 
remember when Kampuchea decided for its policy in 1975 to 1978? Was it not 
for independence, neutrality and peace? But what were the facts? Kampuchea 
became a mere servant of China. Han Nienlong added: "China agrees that Kan- 
puchean people suffered under the Khmer Rouge regime. But that was only the 
political confusion of the Khmer Rouge. Now the situation has changed. The 
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Khmer Rouge has admitted its own mistakes and woul orrect them. And at this 
particular stage, the Khmer Rouge would be the leading force among the three 
anti-Vietnamese factions. It would be a big mistake to weaken the Khmer Rouge 
position. It would mean the Soviet Union and Vietnam would benefit." This 

is not political confusion but it is the murder and destruction of a nation 
with no regret. China acknowledges this fact. But it also encourages the 
Khmer Rouge to continue to mistreat the Khmer people. 


If China sincerely wants to help the Khmer people liberate their country, why 
don't they help strengthen groups other than the Khmer Rouge? China knows 
very well that the Khmer Rouge cannot defeat the Vietnamese due to the fact 
that they get no support from the people. For this reason China has tried to 
force the other two groups to unite with the Khmer Rouge. 


As for us, we no longer have any illusion that China's idea is to let the 
Khmer Rouge regain power whenever Khmer forces drive the Vietuamese forces 
from the country. China will cut off arms and ammunition to forces passing 
through Thailand other than the Khmer Rouge. Then, guns would be worth a 
bamboo stick. This does not mention the fact that some of us may have be- 
trayed each other in times of emergency as we saw during the Republican era and 
even at this time. If it happens once again, the Khmer race will be eradicated 
and the people will not have any territory.

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SIHANOUK'S ROLE ASSESSED CRITICALLY 
Paris MOUL KHMER in Cambodian Mar 82 pp 18, 19 


[Text] In 1970, Prince Norodom Sihanouk appealed from Beijing for the Khmer 
people to disarm and rally to the Khmer Rouge because of his personal ambition 
to defeat Lon Nol. From 1970 to 1975 Prince Sihanouk agreed to form a govern- 
ment with the Khmer Rouge under the name of GRUNK or Royal Government of 
National Union of Kampuchea. Prince Sihanouk was named chief of state without 
a country and Ieng Sary was appointed to keep an eye on the chief of state. 

At that time Primce Sihanouk and the Khmer Rouge colluded with Vietnam to 
destroy Lon Nol. The 5-year long civil war cost lives and blood of many Khmer 
with great destruction of Khmer property. From 1975 when the Khmer Rouge 

took power until the Vietnamese invasion in 1979, the Khmer Rouge destroyed 
all Khmer property and executed about 3 million people. 


A group of Khmer intellectuals united with Sihanouk who were deceived by 
Khmer Rouge propaganda were later murdered by the Khmer Rouge. 


Prince Sihanouk was as cynical an individual as he was always wrong after 1970. 
The facts show that since he fled Kampuchea in 1979, he has not succeeded in 
doing anything at all. He is at his wit's end. He has declared he would do 
this or he would do that, but so far in 1982, 4 years after the Vietnamese 
invasion, *e has not succeeded in doing anything at all. Now he is concocting 
something in Beijing and in North Korea. 





Prince Sihanouk, in making any decision, has never had his own ideas. He 
always just followed other people's ideas. Therefore, how can we place our 
hope in this individual? The whole world condemned the murderous acts of the 
Khmer Rouge. Prince Sihanouk, Listening to Beijing's advice and his own ambi- 
tion to regain the position of chief of state, agreed to meet with the Khmer 
Rouge. His political ideas are weaker than those of Son Sann, his former 
prime minister. Mr Son Sann has established a Khmer nationalist front recog- 
nized by many countries. He also follows a policy of opposing the Khmer Rouge 
as well as the Vietnamese. As for Prince Sihanouk, so far, he cannot do any- 
thing at all. It seems to us that he is always wandering in all directions. 


If the Prince does not want to become an unwitting murderer for the second 
time, he should not create obstacles which hinder other fronts, and he should 
not help prolong the life of the Khmer Rouge. Let others liberate the country. 
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inparticular, he should not try to persuade Khmer intellectuals and people to 
die for the Khmer Rouge. Previously, he joined the Khmer Rouge in murdering 

3 million people. it should by now be enough for him not to continue to do so. 
If he ceases his unfortunate activities at this time in the spirit of allowing 
others to work toward the liberation of Kampuchea--the country which he hin- 
self and the Khmer Rouge turned over to Vietnam--then his guilt and mistakes 
before Kampuchean national history probably will not be so serious.

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POLITICAL, ECONOMIC RIGHTS OF PEOPLE OUTLINED 

Vientiane SIANG PASASON in Lao 17, 18 Mar 82 

[17 Mar 82 p 2] 

[Text] The Rights of Collective Mastery, Freedom, and Democracy for the People 
[Question] I. What is the meaning of the right of collective mastery? 


[Answer] The right of collective mastery consists of many aspects, such as 
politics, economics, and culture, as well as social, environmental, national, 
and local aspects. Its foundation is the joining of the collective mastery 
and the individual's right to freedom. 


[Question] 1. What is political collective mastery? 


[Answer] Political collective mastery is the organizing of power for the work- 
ing people. It is a way to build a good relationship between the party and the 
government and the people in order to guarantee true ownership of society to 
the working people, and to let them know how to exercise their own political 
power and to understand their obligations and their rights. Political collec- 
tive mastery also guarantees the people's rights and individual rights to 
freedom, and the individual's responsibility to society, government, and 
colleagues. It guarantees equal rights between sexes and races. 


[Question] 2. What is economic collective mastery? 


[Answer] Economic rights of collective mastery means to be owners of the 
means of primary production in society and labor forces and in organizing and 
controlling production in distribution. This means: 


--working to expand the state economic sector, and building the collective 
economy ; 


--planning, organizing, allocating rationally, and mobilizing and using labor 
effectively in every region and base. When the economic outcome in material 
production in society is increased, the standard of living of the people will 
be normal and will steadily improve. 


--reorganizing social production all over the country according to the control 
system and solidarity projects. 
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--setting up the distribution system in accordance with the principle, “con- 
tribute your work according to your ability, and take your share according to 
the labor you put in.” Meanwhile, the social welfare of the people will gra- 
dually increase based on the expansion of the levels of production as an impor- 
tant criterion, as well as taking care of old people and small children and 
being concerned with women's interests. 


[Question] What is meant by cultural collective mastery? 

[Answer] Cultural collective mastery means to work hard in order to raise the 
people’s cultural level higher, to enrich their morality, to respond to socio- 
cultural needs, to build conditions to initiate all people in all cultural 
values, and to build up a fine traditional relationship between people in 
order to make a living, i.e., “one for all and all for one." 

[Question] II. What is meant by the people's democratic rights?" 

[Answer] Based on the expansion of the economic bases, the actual conditions 
of our country, the democratic rights of the people have many aspects: 
political, economic, and sociocultural. 


[Question] 1. What are political rights? 


[Answer] --To exercise our power step-by-step through government and people's 
assemblies; 


--to exercise our ownership by means of mass organizations inorder to partici- 
pate in the work of government and government organizations; 


--to exercise the right to elections and the right to be nominated; 
--equal rights before the law and the courts; 
--the right to participate in protecting the country; 


--the right of speech, the press, and meetings tc set up social organizations 
and associations consistent with the interests cf the nation. 


[Question] 2. What are economic rights? 

[Answer] --The right to work; 

--the right to rest, which is guaranteed by the leisure system; 

--people who work in government organizations and collective organizations have 
a right to material assistance when they are old, sick, or disabled and unable 
to work. 


[Question] 3. What are sociocultural rights? 


[answer] --The right to study culture and movements in science, technology, 
and the arts, and to artistic creativity; 
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--the right to be treated in government hospitals; 
--equal rights for men and women; 
--the right to practice religion and to organize religious ceremonies; 


--the right of confidentiality in correspondence between people except for 
the case of national security; 


--the right to the physical integrity of the person and the home for the 
people. No one will be arrested if he does not violate the laws. 


--the right to settle and the right to travel anywhere within the country 
consistent with the interests and actual conditions in the transformation and 
construction of socialism; 


--the right to personal property that has been legally earned. Property that 
has been saved to pass on to the next generation, houses and other personal 
household goods, cannot be touched, checked, or searched by others unless by 
the order or decision of legitimate authority; 


--all persons have the right to file a complaint with any government organi- 
zation concerning violations of the law concerning the responsibilities of 
government employees, and have the right to receive compensation for damages 
as a result of such violation; 





--people, however, must exercise their democratic rights consistent with the 
interests of socialism, and the policy of the party and the government 
regulations. There cannot be an impact on the interests of society, govern- 
ment, and other people. 

[Question] 4. What are the basic obligations of the people? 

[Answer] The basic obligations of the people are as follows: 


--to respect and obey the government laws and regulations for physical labor, 
and to make a living in society; 


--to respect and protect republic property and to work against greed and 
destruction of public property; 


--to perform physical labor; anyone who is able hae- an obligation to work, 
which is an honor; 


--to pay taxes to the government according to economic conditions and laws; 


--a military obligation to protect the nation and serve in military units 
according to the law, and to maintain national security, is sacred duty of 
the people. On the other hand, betrayal of the country is considered a most 
serious offense against the people. 

















[Question] 5. What can we do to ensure the exercise of democratic rights for 
the people? 


[Answer] We must thoroughly understand the direction and policy of the party 
and the govermment laws that ensure the people's democratic rights. In order 
to do this, the government has issued order No 53/0PM concerning the arrest of 
wrongdoers, which is one principle issued by the government. 


--people, meanwhile, must train themselves to be new socialist men who are 
owners of the country, society, and true collective mastery. 


[Question] 6. How can we improve the relationship between the collective and 
the individual? 


[Answer] The improvement of the relationship between the collective and the 
individual results in a gain for each: the more the collective mastery expands, 
the better the standard of living for individual members of society. "No 
matter how high the water level, the water lily will stay at that level." 


[18 Mar 82 p 3] 


[Text] Collective mastery is not a denial of the interests of the individual. 
Instead, on a basis of complete collective mastery, the full rights of indivi- 
duals to participate as owners of the social heritage and the -rue rights of 
individuals are ensured. [We] must respect and ensure the people's rights, 
improve and expand the individual's strong points and skills, and set up con- 
ditions for individuals to learn and be creative in all areas of scientific 
and technical production, and cultural and artistic movements. 


[Question] [7] How do we ensure the collective mastery rights for the people 
who perform physical labor? 


[Answer] In order to ensure the collective mastery for people who perform 
physical work, each must understand his advantages and responsibilities in 
participating in national and social ownership. 


Each individual must raise his level of knowledge in all areas (politics, 
culture, science and technology). Not only do our people know how to be the 
owners, but they are also able to exercise their right of ownership. 


Each person must use his right of ownership through political organizations 
based on a clearly delimited relationship between the mass organizations and 
the party and government, then the mass organizations are to truly partici- 
pate in giving their views at the designated time to the administrative author- 
ities concerning government control and economic control concerning the formu- 
lation or expansion of policy, and participate in checking all government 
organizations’ activities. 


Conclusion: collective mastery is ownership in every way, political, economic, 
sociocultural and environmental. 
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For political mastery one must know how to exercise his own political power. 


For economic collective mastery one must know how to set up, control, and 
distribute production. 


For cultural collective mastery one must participate directly in initiating 
cultural values. 


One must complete the collective mastery bases in order to ensure the rights 
of the individual. 


One must exercise his rights through his district organizations.

Today I want to ask you about 
a problem that I have long been interested in, and this problem often occurs 
with the mobilization cadres. It concerns cadres who came to work in the base 
areas, but I do not want to mention the village's name here. Every time we 

have had meetings with them I felt they were of little use. I mean that when 
the meeting was conducted, they were the only ones who talked; no one else said 
anything. People who attend the meetings do not pay attention. Some talk about 
other things, and some fall asleep. They [cadres] talk too long, and they do 
not understand. There is very little content, but it can drag on for as long 

as 2-3 hours. This probably makes people tired of attending meetings. 


[Question] What should we do to improve this situation? Perhaps when a meet- 
ing is held they could give some opportunity for people to express their ideas. 
[t does not have to be long. This means stating a specific problem for them 
to understand, and then letting them give their opinions also. Wouldn't this 
be a good way to proceed? What do you think is the appropriate way? Please 
let me know so that I can show them this newspaper, in order to find a way for 
everyone to understand the problem. Then we all will follow the principle 
together to make every set job successful.

[Answer] Comrade Philoun, the plenum and order of the party and government 
have actually been announced many times. However, many of our cadres siiJJ 
have not yet been able to grasp the contents completely and do not know hb. 

to do things. This lack of understanding and inability to do things right 
means the assigned task will not be done. This causes people to mistrust the 
ideology and not follow the actual guidance. This is one cause of the problem. 
The party's document concerning Problems and Working Techniques, Point No 6 
said that our cadres still have two kinds of diseases. However, I will talk 
only about one kind of disease, that of conducting meetings. 


The meeting disease is meetings without any plan, with no good preparation, 
that does not reflect reality. They are too long, and too frequent. 
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Concerning the topic above, the document states the following. Regional 
cadres go to provinces, provincial cadres go to districts, and district cadres 
go to villages. They all act like persons of authority. When they hold meet- 
ings, they talk about the same thing hundreds or even thousands of times, and 
they would spend as much as 2-3 hours talking about things that were too 
general and remote, and not about the reality in the regions, provinces, 
districts, cantons and villages that are involved. While the cadre in author- 
ity is talking, some listeners are yawning. Everybody is waiting for him to 
stop talking soon, so they can go back home. No one really understands all 
that was said. So what can we discuss if they do not understand? This is the 
explanation of the disease that is called "being distant from the people." 
Therefore, the people are afraid when cadres conduct a meeting. This “being 
distant from the people" disease is often identified by being done for the 
sake of formality to show that one has done the job, but is not being done 

for the benefit of the people. The same holds for writing for newspapers, if 
one is not patient [enough] to do a public survey to know the people's needs, 
what they want to know, and what their goals are. It is only the cadres who 
close the door and conduct meetings, and then go out and sit in their offices, 
writing out plans, thinking that what they do is right, and that what they are 
writing is good for the people. They do not realize that what they write will 
not take root and flourish. It will not work, and is of no use. 


In order to solve this problem, the document explains as follows: study is 
necessary. Even the easiest lesson has to be studied. If study had not been 
done first even the revolution and the nation’s liberation would not have suc- 
ceeded. However, the documents to be used for study must be aimed at what is 
practical and really necessary for the people. First we have to ask those who 
come to learn if they would be happy with the lessons. When they finish the 
lessons, would they be able to put them into practice right away? Can they 
carry out what they have learned? If they are not consistent with reality 
they will be of no use, no matter how much training. We conclude that the way 
we can carry out all of our tasks in organizing, giving speeches, propagandiz- 
ing, handling slogans, etc. is that it must be done according to the saying, 
"Come from the people and then go back and become deeply immersed among the 
people." We must check thoroughly whether it is a big or small job, and we 
must do a job that is appropriate to the cultural level, lifestyle, the level 
of awareness, the lessons learned in struggle, goals, and actual situations 
that people have to depend on for those things mentioned. We must establish 
ways to work and organize. This way, we will be able to persuade people to 
cooperate with us. On the other hand, if we do not do things this way, and 
stubbornly do as we please according to our own ideas and opinions, transmit 
the idea to the people and then ask the people to follow us, it would be the 
same as cutting one's feet to fit the shoes. The feet are the people and the 
shoes are the way we do our work and organize. There is no doubt that every- 
one knows that we cannot cut our feet to fit the shoes. All that I have dis- 
cussed I have excerpted from the party's theory of doing work. I hope you 
understand, and I hope that those who have this disease can find a way to 
improve themselves so they can deserve to be called the nation's and the pub- 
lic's servants and not the people's bosses. Many people still fool themselves 
that they are the boss of the people, that the people must believe in and fol- 
low everything they say, and that the people must never be allowed to express 
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their opinions at all. [This shows] a lack of awareness of “listening to the 
people.” Anyone who does this is considered to violate and deprive the peo- 
ple’s democratic rights. It is considered against the collective ownership 
of the people. Finally, no matter whether it is a direct or indirect way, 

it is considered unavoidably as behaving as an enemy of the plenum and order 
of the party and government.

3. When one graduates he makes his own statement of decision, but when the 
actual time comes his assignment is not what he chose. Please explain to me 
why it has to be this way. 


[Answer] 2. Concerning the selection of what to take to continue studying at 
an advanced level or to engage in an occupation depends on what the individual 
wants. Some want to be teachers, others want to be doctors, soldiers, police, 
etc. Those who want to be soldiers but are assigned to be teachers might ob- 
ject. Although this may be an initial disagreement, once they understand 
their responsibility to their country, their objections might not be as strong. 


Moreover, those who are in organizations know their duties even more so. Thus, 
this should be the least problem for them. No matter what happens, we all 
have to understand the basic idea that any kind of work that the organization 
assigns for us is honorable. 


3. The decisions of those who graduate are basic data to help the assignment 
process, but whether the assignments would be what they want depends on the 
situation. If [we] look at the needs of the nation recently, there are a lot 
of them. Sometimes one prefers one kind of job but has to study the other. 
By saying this it does not mean that we do not consider your decision, but 
sometimes our dreams may have to be within the limit of reality. I hope you 
understand our views. This completes our resonse to this letter.

AGRICULTURAL, ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT IN HOUA PHAN NOTED 
Vientiane SIANG PASASON in Lao 15 Mar 82 p 2, 3 
[Article by V. Phonchanheuang] 


[Excerpts] The multiethnic people in Houa Phan Province are gradually chang- 
ing the sad Houa Phan of the past into a colorful and growing province. This 
was the summary of all the work that was carried out according to the decision 
of the second Congress of the Houa Phan Province Party Committee (1974-1982) 
which actively affirmed the actual achievements in each area of effort. In 
agriculture, for example, even though Houa Phan consists mostly of mountainous 
and jungle areas, its rice field area is now as much as 7,406 hectares, which 
is 1,157 hectares more than in 1974. Of this, about 2,840 hectares can be 
used for dry-season rice fields. Production has increased each year, especial- 
ly in 1981 when rice production was as much as 18,515 tons or 2.5 tons per 
hectare on the average. Rice production capacity has increased every year 
because people know how to use the new technology in agriculture. Up to 1980, 
averaged over all of Houa Phan Province, one person received 307 kg of paddy 
rice (this does not include agricultural taxes and sales to the government). 
This is a 20-kg increase when compared with personal income for 1974. 


By following the policy to expand animal raising among the people with regard 
to draft animals and food supplies, in the last 7 years animal raising by the 
people has expanded fairly well, and as the 1981 statistics show there are 
56,396 buffalo, 16,458 oxen, 10,170 horses, 165,806 pigs, and 1,936,000 
poultry. These represent increases of 35 percent in buffalow, 60 percent in 
oxen, 64 percent in goats, 96 percent in pigs and 112 percent in poultry when 
compared with those for the year 1974. Highly contagious animal diseases have 
decreased because ot the expansion of the veterinarian network and improvement 
in the organization that supervises ways to raise and protect animals. Mean- 
while, fish farming, which is considered a new activity, has also expanded. 
The digging of collective fish ponds for cooperatives and families has also 
widely expanded. Up to now there are 1,750 ponds in the province. The total 
area is 197,400 hectares. In 1981 they were able to produce 5,500,000 fish 
for wide distribution among the people. 


Forestry has been controlled and improved. Forest areas are now divided into 


forest area preserves of 12,356 hectares which cover 27 percent of the valuable 
forest all over the province. The decrease in tree-burning in the forest is 
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better than before, and gradually cadres and .he people are acquiring an 
awareness to plant many kinds of valuable trees. 


As for irrigation, its aim is to be consistent with geography in many places 
where there are deep creeks and high mountains which are suitable for medium 
and small-scale irrigation expansion. In the past seven years 15 mediunm- 

size irrigation systems, 158 semipermanent irrigation ditches, 2,657 small 
irrigation ditches, and 240 water wheels were constructed. The expansion in 
irrigation has converted 92 percent of the rice fields all over the province 
to canal water. In addition, conditions were implemented to help rejuvenate 
abandoned rice fields in order to increase production and to encourage the 

Lao Theung and Lao Soung tribes, who make their living by swidden farming, to 
steadily and increasingly turn to rice farming. Meanwhile, the formation of 
agricultural cooperatives has ceaselessly expanded. This activity organizes 
and guides farmers to enthusiastically do socialist collective rice farming. 
In the past 3 years 272 agricultural cooperative units were formed with 34,642 
members, whose rice area is 75 percent [of the total]. Of these, there are 57 
outstanding cooperative units, and 133 units of second rank. 





fo carry out the shared obligations, over the past 7 years the province has 
helped by giving more than 50 tons of seeds reserved for the next crop, 245 
tons of rice to assist natural disaster areas, more than 22 tons of insecticide, 
114 sprayers, 15 tons of medicines for animals, 550 plowshares, and hoes, axes, 
knives, spades, sickles, etc., totalling 26,180. It also provided 3,475 coils 
of wire, 188 tons of dynamite, 355 tons of cement, and a fairly good amount of 
other things. Meanwhile, the farmers have responded by contributing their pro- 
duce to the government. There were 8,233 tons of agricultural rice taxes, and 
6,665 tons of rice sales to the government. In particular, at harvest time in 
1980-1981 there were 3,643 tons of rice taxes, and 3,065 tons of rice sales to 
the government. In addition, the farmers participated in producing goods and 
forest products, sold some to the government. 
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RURAL ELECTRIFICATION, PRODUCTION NOTED 
Vientiane SIANG PASASON in Lao 19 Mar 8? pp 1, 4 


[Article: “Lao Electrification Workers Are Moving Ahead To Welcome the Party 
Congress" } 


[Excerpts] From the beginning of last January to the end of February, the 
workets of the Lao State Electricity Enterprise produced 123,021,800 kWh of 

ricity, 108.66 percent of the set plan, and 101,328,000 kWh was sold to 
.c.¢ign countries, almost 101.99 percent more than the plan. Generators 1 and 
2 in Nam Ngeum which were repaired have been producing at normal levels since 
9 March 1982. 


Besides this, in terms of control and engineering, the Lao State Electricity 
Enterprise has repaired transformers, electrical control boxes, and all types 
of electrical equipment. It repaired and improved the high and low voltage 
network within Vientiane Capital City and Province from the Nam Ngeum Dan, 
Thalat, to Vientiane, Tha Naleng. Repairs were made at electrical distribu- 
tion stations to meet international standards and to raise the electrical 
system and electrical equipment up to standard. Trees were cut away from 
electrical wires in order to prevent accidents, voltage drops, etc. 


[Mr Bounket Thammavongsa, assistant director of the Lao State Electricity 
Enterprise], added that at the same time this control technique was carried 
out, the company had accelerated construction of the electrical network in 
rural areas in the Vientiane plain, and had installed electric lines and elec- 
tric poles in Nascithong District, Keo Oudom, to Meuang Kao and to get ready 
to cross Nam Ngeum to Thoulakom District. Power lines were installed along 
route 13 in Ban Nakha to Ban Phonsoung in Phonghong District, to bring elec- 
tricity to satellite stations, and to carry out the construction of the pole 
production company in Tha Naleng. 


Regarding the power line installation project, in particular, the Savannakhet- 
Outhoumpon District along route 9, Mr Bounkeut disclosed that by joint cooper- 
ation with the provincial administrative authority revolutionary base, and 

subordinate districts, our workers determinedly and tirelessly carried out 

the first 3 months of the plan for the year. This activity was shown by their 
working pattern which assured solidarity and uniformity, so that they have now 
succeeded in completing 70 percent of the 1982 pian for installing power lines 
and electric poles. They have started building distribution station[s] in the 











municipal area[s] in Savannakhet Province, and surveying the electrification 
expansion network in many different districts and cantons in order to succeed 
in the collective plan. At the same time machine unit No [5] at Nam Ngeum Dam 
was being repaired so that the actual operation could definitely be carried 
out during the end of 1982 and the beginning of 1983. Also, the company was 
getting ready to repair the generators in Le Labam, Champassak Province, and 
in Nam Dong, Luang Prabang Province. 
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SOVIET AIDED ROUTE 13 BRIDGE CONSTRUCTION, PROBLEMS NOTED 
Vientiane SIANG PASASON in Lao 11 Mar 82 pp 2, 3 
[Article and Pictures by Phaithalong] 


[Excerpt] On strategic route 13, which is about 290 km from Vientiane, Nam 
Kading is the border line separating Vientiane from Khammouan. In many past 
decades communications between one local area and another were fairly difficult. 
Barges and long tailed boats were a necessary communications link. 


Realizing the importance of communications and transportation, and implementing 
the plenum and order of the party and government by using these tasks as 
[effective means] to press forward and expand the national economy, the Ministry 
of Communications, Public Works, and Transportation is responsible for shoulder- 
ing this heavy burden. Since 15 December 1980, after the treaty and coopera- 
tion protocol between Laos and the Soviet Union were signed, the No 1 Road and 
Bridge constuction company and the Ministry of Communications, Public Works, 

and Transportation which contains altogether 200 engineers, cadres, and workers 
along with 10 student trainees for bridges and roads and soil testing, and 
several specialized task experts from the USSR, all have seriously carried out 
the first year of the Five Year Plan of the government (1980-1985). The first 
work they did was the secondary work which was to build places for the workers 
to stay. In 1981 they started the specialized tasks, for example, dynamiting 
rock and pouring the foundation for the fourth support of Nam Kading Bridge. 
When finished its length will be 323 m; it will be about 1,600 m long and 8 m 
wide if we include the areas at the ends of the bridge which are paved and used 
for going on and off, and which each have a l-m sidewalk. The structure be- 
neath the bridge consists of steel beams encased in concrete. There are nine 
supports altogether with two supports in the water. This bridge will be able 

to support over 80 tons. 


According to the agreement, a certain amount of construction equipment was 
from the USSR, such as steel, cement, structural steel rods, vehicles, fuel 
oil, and even several experts. If any problem occurs, they are able to solve 
the problem immediately. Other components are provided by Laos, such as 
workers, construction materiais that we have within the country such as wood, 
ore, stone, sand, places to stay and other facilities, and security. Materials 
are transported from the port of Danang (Vietnam) and from the port of Klong 
Teuy (Thailand) to Nam Kading. The total amount of materials that will be used 
in the construction is 15,000 tons. Of this, 13,000 tons are shipped by the 
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port of Danang, and 2,000 tons are shipped by the port of Klong Teuy. Of the 
15,000 tons, 8,000 is for Nam Kading, and 7,000 tons is specifically for Nam 
Ngum Bridge. 


The Nam Kading construction company committee told our correspondent that the 
Nam Kading bridge is the most difficult one to be built in the history of Laos, 
and is one of the most difficult in Southeast Asia. For example, the amount of 
stone between both ends of the bridge which was dynamited was approximately 
53,000 cubic meters, and around the construction area the current is very strong, 
with eddies and whirlpools. Between the time during the dry season when the 
water is low and the rainy season, the difference in the water level is about 

15 m. The bridge construction area is full of flat stones which are layered 

and sloping. The third support was planned to be only three meters down in the 
yround, but when the time came to actually put it in, it had to be put down 
deeper to 3 m in order to reach the base. This area could have been a volcano 
thousands of years ago, as there have always been legends saying that Nam Kading 
belonged to the king of the underworld who has an awesome and holy glow. Most 
of the people still believe it, even now. 


In 1962, the French and Japanese were interested in Pak Kading. They conducted 
a survey in an attempt to build this bridge, but they never succeeded. People 
who live on both sides of the river have had to confront these problems until 
now. The construction of this bridge depends on the weather and actual condi- 
tions. This means starting from an easy place [and working] to a more difficult 
one. In the dry season all have to work where it will be flooded in the rainy 
season. The construction forces are divided into four groups, as follows: the 
bridge-head is responsible for rock drilling and making rafts; the site group 
builds places to stay for the workers and experts; and the concrete, steel, 

and machinery group is responsible for repairing vehicles and materials and for 
transportation. The administrative group is responsible for taking people 
across in barges, and for nurseries and medical doctors, and is in charge of 
increasing productivity. 


We are prepared to confront obstacles, and to destroy all tricks of the imper- 
ialists, the powerful Beijing reactionaries and the reactionary exile groups 

in all cases. However, there are many bright spots, for example, the sincere 
assistance of the Soviet Union. But the truly original source of all is 
domestice unity, all levels of administrative units, and the constant coopera- 
tion of all people in all areas.

PA THEN BASIN TIN MINING DESCRIBED 
Vientiane SIANG PASASON in Lao 6 Mar 82 p 2 
[Article: "Initial Achievements of the Pa Then Basin Tin Mining Survey"] 


[Excerpt] The Earth Science and Mines Department, Ministry of Industry and 
Trade, widely encourages the expansion and setting up of many projects in order 
to survey different minerals in the famous region that the Lao people once 
referred to as the "land of beauty and wealth," and that the world called a 
source of raw materials. The biggest project of all is the Pa Then Basin Tin 
Mining Survey Project which is located in Bo Neng, Phon Tiou Canton, Hinboun 
District, Khammouan Province. These projects received aid grants from the 
Soviet government in terms of materials, moral support, and also hands-on 
assistance. A characteristic of this basin is that it is surrounded by high 
mountains and cliffs. Its diameter is 30 km, and the total area is 706.5 km2, 


Service vehicles move slowly one by one from the garage to park in the spacious 
area in front of the Assembly Hall next to the communal kitchen which they call 
“solidarity cafeteria," waiting for the Soviet experts, technical experts, 

and Lao workers to head to the economic battlefield according to each indivi- 
dual's specialized tasks. Finally, after a happy get-together at that spacious 
area they will break up to go in different directions in the field. Their 
morning work [routine] is like this every day. [Even though] the workers are 
from all over the Lao People's Democratic Republic, they unite themselves very 
well and listen to the project committee that divides up [jobs] for them just 
as children listen to their parents. 


In fact, this project has been set up under the Earth Science and Mines Depart- 
ment of Vientiane Capital since 1979. At first there were six cadres from 

the central echelon who did the actual supervision, and along with some new 
workers in the local area they all worked together to repair the old French 
houses. By the end of 1979, they were able to build 15 permanent buildings 
(Villa type) and 10 necessary storage buildings. The Soviet experts set up the 
actual work on the survey which started in 1980, and they set up the 3-year 
survey project in an effective manner. 


The survey is planned in every detail along similar specialized tasks, starting 
with the old Earth Science Survey Unit, Earth-Materials Unit, Map Drawing Unit, 
Drilling and Survey Unit, and the Mine Science Research Unit. 
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The survey region is divided into three mining areas, Nong Seun, Neng, and 
Phon Tiou. The Phon Tiou mining area has been completely surveyed, the survey 
in the Neng mining area is now almost complete, and only the Phon Tiou mining 
area remains [to be surveyed], according to a report by Mrs Phouangpet of the 
committee which is responsible for this project. In the 1981 annual report 
meeting, she said that now 70 percent of the total area has been surveyed, and 
it is expected to be finished as planned in 1983. 


Two years of work that they have never before experienced makes them get used 
to their jobs, and makes them love their labor and enjoy working. Doing their 
jobs many times helps them to understand their specialized tasks more clearly. 
First there were only the Soviet experts who guided the work. Because of the 
instruction given by the Soviet experts, and the fact that our workers were 
anxious to learn, now these Lao workers are able to run the machines them 
selves and repair them right away when there is something wrong. The UGB-50, 
GIB 300 and SABAR 500 survey and drilling machines are the most difficult job, 
but they are able to run them themselves. Mr Somlit, chief of the Earth 
Science and Mines Department, said that the on-the-job training is like a 
school for training students to become better skilled engineers instead of 
learning theory in a classroom, 


Laos is a rich land that is full of natural resources everywhere. There are 
many different kinds of mineral deposits, but we do not yet know exactly what 
we have. After the survey we will know how much this land is a source of raw 
materials, as claimed by the world, and to what extent it is a source of 
national capital, said Mr Souamai, the project chief, at the last annual 
report day. Mr Slava, a senior Soviet Earth Science expert said “there is 
many times more tin in the Pa Then basin than in any other place that I have 
surveyed in many countries, because in some places there is raw tin in the 
form of pieces, chunks, and sticks. The average content is as high as 85 
percent.” 


This is only a part of our natural resources. There are many deposits in many 
other provinces where the Earth Science and Mines Department is setting up 
survey projects. 


Because of the victories reached step by step, 45 outstanding individuals 

were honored by the department and the project on annual report day. In this 
1982 plan each unit pledged itself to strive in scoring achievements to 

carry out the plan. In all, a total of 122 people are involved, including the 
chief of the department committee and the project committee and all the workers.

Subject: Inspection of illegal film showings 


Recently there have been some bad people smuggling movie projectors and films 
to show in towns and rural areas for their own family incomes. The films left 
behind by the old regime contain content that is opposed to our new social cul- 
ture. They are smuggled in from foreign countries, and are shown without their 
content being inspected. Moreover, films are smuggled from warehouses and 
shown widely with no regard for the social differences in different areas such 
as in rural areas, towns, or mountain regions. This is against the previously 
announced regulations concerning cultural and social controls issued by the 
Vientiane Capital Committee. When local officials who are responsible for in- 
spection question them, they often falsely state names of different officials 
and organizations to protect themselves. But the fact is that those officials 
and organizations involved do not know anything about it.

In order to implement Order No 256/CM which was issued on 3 June 1981 by the 
Council of Ministers, and Circular No 1207/MPI-CT which was issued on 

15 August 1981 by the Ministry of Propaganda, Information, Culture and 
Tourism and Advisory No 380/VTCP which was issued on 20 March 1981 concerning 
the inspection and control of films and social culture in Vientiane Capital... 


The Municipal Administrative Committee of Vientiane Capital hereby orders the 
Vientiane Capital, District, and Canton Cultural Service to check for illegal 
film showings, and to check the smuggling in of films from foreign countries 
illegally, as follows: 


l. If any person or organization's mobile motion picture unit makes any move- 
ment in your local area, you must check them, and ask to see whether their 
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certificates or papers for showing films issued by the office and organization 
involved are correct, and then allow them to show the films (individual or 
family movie showings are absolutely banned unless there is a permit from Vien- 
tiane Capital Cultural Service). 


2. All tilm showings for fundraising, whether by offices and organizations or 
by individuals, are absolutely banned if there is no license and no papers 
given by Vientiane Capital Cultural Service confirming inspection of the film 
content and the Office of the Municipal Administrative Committee of Vientiane 
Capital. 


3. Anyone found to violate the rule would undergo investigation, education, 
and training and would be reported to Vientiane Capital Cultural Service in 
order to consult the Municipal Administrative Committee of Vientiane Capital 
for its decision. 

4. If films or movie projectors are found without any license they would be 
seized, recorded, and reported to Vientiane Capital Cultural Service in order 
to consult the Municipal Administrative Committee of Vientiane Capital for its 
decision. Any projectors seized would be well taken care of to prevent any 
missing parts or damages. 


Henceforth, Vientiane Capital Cultural Service, and the local administration 
must strictly organize and follow this order.

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FREEDOM OF INTERNAL TRAVEL DISCUSSED 
Vientiane VIENTIANE MAO in Lao 18, 19 Dec 81 
("Conversations With the Editor” colum]

[Excerpts] [Question] 1. I would like to visit other provinces in our 
country. How can I do this now? Is there some voucher you need for travel 
(1 mean a document)? 2. I am from Vientiane. Suppose I want to go to 
Pakse, where would I stay? I do not have relatives there. Could I stay at 
a hotel? (Excuse me I have never been anywhere before.) I am talking only 
about Lao people. 


[Answer] 1. Order No 159/COM of the Council of Ministers issued on 20 May 
1981 reiterated the provision concerning this problem of travel in para- 
graph 3: “Every Lao has the right to come and go freely. Those who travel 
far should carry a personal identity card to help with inspection. The card 
should have a good picture attached and should be issued by the district 
administration committee. In case some people are not able to have a picture 
taken for the card, they should have the district administrative committee 
issue a temporary travel card with an expiration date." These provisions are 
for one's own convenience. If you wish to travel you should have this card 
then you can travel anywhere in Laos. State employees, workers, soldiers, 
police who go on vacation or anything else are not covered by Order No 159, 
but the editor of VIENTIANE MAI feels that they should do as follows: 


--If they take a leave they should have permission from their unit together 
with an official travel card. 


--Even on official business one should have the documents all in order to 

make it convenient for the officials to supervise. The papers can be obtained 
from one's unit but it is important that police officials or administrative 
officials in charge of issuing such papers be informed (from province to 
province).

[Excerpts] 2. There is no place that is off limits or reserved if proper 
procedures are followed for a Lao citizen or a foreigner. They can stay in 
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a hotel if they pay the required rate. The Lao people are all brothers. 

The more than 3 million Lao people are like children of the same mother. 

In the Lao culture if someone comes for a visit, the homeowner will receive 
him very well no matter who he is or what nationality he is. He will get 
room and board as good as the homeowner's and free of charge. If you have 
visited in the countryside you know that even if they do not know you, they 
will prepare Lao chicken for you. The Lao people are the most hospitable 

in the world and no other country in the world has customs like those of 
Laos. (I do not mean to boast, if you do not believe this, you should go 
yourself.) In the countryside people act this way because it is the popu- 
lar culture. Suppose you went to Pakse and did not want to pay a hotel. 

You could ask anyone for a place to stay whether it was convenient for them 
or not. You could stay at a temple if you chose. I am not recommending 
this. 1 am just pointing out how pleasant Lao society is. People do not 
mind having guests. In the countryside where there are no hotels you can 
stay at people's houses without paying for room and board if you are not any 
trouble. The homeowner will not ask for money, I guarantee it 100 percent. 
What I am talking about does not just apply to Lao people but also to 
foreigners regardless of nationality. When you do not have a place to stay, 
you can report to the local administration and they will take care of you 
right away. This is when there is no hotel. If you have never been to Phon 
Hong-Thalat before, I suggest you go. Will they welcome you as I said? 
Every time we have visited in the countryside we have been warmly welcomed. 
As I have already said, we Lao are very considerate. Usually not disturbing 
someone if you do not have to is the same as being considerate. 


I have said enough about the Lao. You might think I am “teaching the 
alligator how to swim" because everyone knows about the beautiful Lao 
customs which no one else can match.

LIVESTOCK PRODUCTION--In 1981 the peoples’ domestic animals multiplied 
throughout the country: they increased by 15 percent. Water buffalo 
numbered 870,328, an increase of 2 percent. Cattle numbered 260,000, an 
increase of 2.8 percent.

The main reason for this has 
been the continuing recession in Europe, the United States and especially 
Japan, which is Malaysia's largest trading partner. 


Despite a highly successful diversification policy, the Malaysian economy 
is still dependent on the export of a few primary commodities, notably 
rubber, tin, timber, palm oil, pepper and petroleum. Because of the world- 
wide recession, the demand for all these commodities has fallen and the 
prices still have been on a downward slide for the last 2 years. 


For example, the price of rubber, which was estimated to be around $2.90 
per kilo has actually fallen to yesterday's price of $2.05. The price of 
tin has fallen to a level where it is not economical to mine it any more. 
Malaysia has been forced to call upon the International Tin Council to 
initiate price support buying operations for its buffer stock as well as 
introduce production control measures to reduce the supply of tin. 


The main effect of this reduced economic activity has been that for the 
first time in its historv, Malaysia has had to accept the unfamiliar 
position of having a trade deficit of $2 million for 1981. 


Newspaper columns have been filled with discussions of this issue. It has 
been pointed out that the (?attention) given to this question is out of all 
proportion to the impact of this temporary phenomenon. Perhaps, it is due 
to the fact that we are experiencing a trade deficit for the first time as 
compared with the United States, which has consistently recorded a trade 
deficit for long periods of years. 


lhere have even been suggestions of a currency devaluation, but technically 
this is not possible, because the Malaysian ringgit is a floating currency. 
It is true that the value has been floated downward by about 1.5 percent 

over the last 1 vear, but what is remarkable here is the relative stability 
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of the exchange rate. This surely is an expression of confidence on the 
international basis of the strength and potential of the Malaysian economy. 


Stated in simple terms, economists and international bankers know that 
Malaysia's export-oriented economy is bound to feel the impact of recession 
in the industrial world. The moment the recession ends, the situation will 
reverse itself and we will once again have the strong, buoyant economy 

that the businessmen have become accustomed to. 


The government's determination to overcome this temporary phenomenon will 
also be underlined by its projected cutbacks in massive (?functions like) 

the laying of a completely new railtrack for the whole country, the upgrading 
of major highways and the buying of new weapon systems for the armed forces. 


Malaysia's credit standing is also strong. Our borrowing, which has been 
confined largely to domestic institutions, can be easily extended to 
international bodies. 


Foreign investment is also expected to pick up in the latter part of this 
year. Thus it can be safely projected that Malaysia will continue to grow 
economically but not as fast as the optimistic assessment of Malaysia's 
planned target of 7.5 percent. The Malaysian economy will continue to be 
one of the fastest growing in the whole region.

SULTAN DEMANDS RENT FOR SABAH 
BK 100139 Bangkok POST in English 10 May 82 p 3

Text] Full and immediate payment for the lease rental of Sabah has been 
demanded by the professed sultan of Jolo and North Bormeo. 


Hadji Mohamad Julaspi Bin Almarhoun Sultan Hadji Mohamad Jamalul Kiran, 

now 75 years old, has come out from forced obscurity to proclaim his title 
to the sultanate and press for remuneration--or recovery of the 33,000 
square miles territory north of oil-rich Brunei and lumber-abundant Sarawak. 


Claiming an earlier understanding with the Malaysian Government for nego- 
tiations towards the settlement of the account after the national elections, 
Julaspi has put the amount involved at M$280 million (2,800 million baht) 
which he said should cover payment for the occupancy of the territory for 
the period from the death in 1939 of his father, Sultan Jamalul Kiram, up 

to the present. 


He explained that rental (at current prices) had been added to the amount, 
since the avowed 100-year lease (at U.S.$5,000 a year) granted by the 
sultanate to Baron De Overbeck of the North Borneo Trading Company, a 
British crown charter, had expired in 1978. 


Julaspi added that the territory, is in fact, now available for renegotia- 
tions and other purposes. 


Julaspi, who claims to have inherited the sultanate and the Sabah territory 
in two separate wills by Sultan Jamalul Kiram, said he had sent the demand 
letter to the Malaysian prime minister last December. The matter was 
referred to Deputy Prime Minister Musa Hitam who reportedly informed Nasser 
that the Malaysian Government was willing to pay only U.S.$50 million, 

and on the condition that Julaspi sign another 100-year lease. 


lulaspi acknowledged having lived on government subsidy for the past 18 
vears, with free housing and all essential accommodations both in Kuala 
Lumpur and Sabah. But, he said, this could hardly be considered as part 
of the payments. However, he was confident Malaysia would face up to its 








commitment in settling the lease-rental issue soon because “they are true 
Muslims and are bound to justice, sincerity and honour by our religion." 


“Otherwise I may be constrained to seek other forms of relief to protect 
my property and provide deliverance for my people," he said. 


Julaspi said he is prepared to send a second demand letter to Malaysia, 
with copies furnished the United States, the United Kingdom, Jordan, Saudi 
Arabia, the Islamic Conference and the United Nations. He felt he would 
get the sympathy, and perhaps even support, of other sultanates in Malaysia 
itself, as well as in Indonesia and the Middle East. 


Julaspi recalled his stay in Malaysia during the early 70s, when he and 

his family were transported from Jesselton, and he had lived almost 
comfortably on Malaysian Government support, albeit in virtual exile. 

Upon the death of his wife in 1976, he returned to Sabah, where he re-estab- 
lished residence with his seven children. 


Julaspi said he would exhaust all peaceful means of resolving the issue, 
and did not wish to see any unwarranted trouble. He also mentioned a 
mutual assistance treaty between the sultan of Jolo and U.S. General Beets 
in 1902, which he said may be found in the files of the War Department in 
Washington, D.C. 


Julaspi said that if Malaysia hesitates to negotiate, he may offer the 
territory to the United States, USSR or even Red China.

RUBBER BUFFERSTOCK PRICE RANGE ADJUSTED

[Text] The Intemational Natural Rubber Organization [INRO] Council meeting 
in Kuala Lumpur today agreed to al percent downward revision of its buffer 
stock price range. 


With the revision, a new lower intervention price, or the level at which 
the INRO buffer manager may buy in the market is 177 Malaysian/Singapore 
cents per kilo, down by a minimal 1.5 cents from the present level. 


lhe new upper intervention price, or level at which the buffer stock manager 
may sell rubber buffer stock, is 239 Malaysian/Singapore cents per kilo, 
down 3 cents from the present level. 


The revision also brings the lower trigger action price, at which the 
buffer manager must buy rubber from the market, down to 166 Malaysian/ 
Singapore cents per kilo, 2 cents lower than the previous price. 


The upper trigger action price, at which the buffer stock manager must sell 
off his stocks to the market, is now 249 Malaysian/Singapore cents per kilo, 
3 cents lower than it used to be. 


The INRO chairman, Mr Jack Sumner of Britain said the revised INRO reference 
price and all associated price levels with it, would come into effect from 
today. 


[fhe agreement on the revision of 1 percent was reached at about 0430 this 
morning. This brings to an end the many rounds of hard bargaining between 
producing and consuming countries at the 4-day session of INRO, which began 
on the 4th of this month.

OIL EXPLORATION PROSPECTS APPEAR GOOD 
Kathmandu THE RISING NEPAL in English 24 Apr 82 ppl, 6 


[Text] Kathmandu, April 23-—-Does Nepal have oil reserves and what are its 
exploration prospects in the Kingdom? 


If hitherto available geological evidence is anything to go by, Nepal does 
have reserves of crude and its exploration prospects are quite good, accord- 
ing to the view of the experts in the Department of Mine and Geology. 


One of the areas earmarked for exploration of crude is the Terai belt and 
the Chure range which His Majesty's Government is set to explore. 


Oil and natural gas seepages have also been observed at Padukasthan, 
Siristhan and Nabhisthan in Dilekh district, in the Muktinath area and in 
the Kathmandu Valley, concerned sources say. 


Geologically, the Chure range and Terai belt are considered "promising 
ireas" for oil and gas occurance. 


In 1979-80, His Majesty's Government carried out an aeromagnetic survey of 
an area of about 48,000 square kilometres covering the entire Chure range 


and the Terai plains. 


The findings of the studies conducted to date are described as "satisfactory.' 


As part of the follow-up programme, His Majesty's Government is reportedly 
preparing for a reconnaissance seismic survey of the area. 


The survey will also provide information regarding rock structures favourable 
for oil and gas accumulation. 


In the next two vears, His Majesty's Government is to study the underground 
nature of sediments. 


Should future studies yield positive results, exploration and drilling work 
of feasible pockets would begin in 1984-85. 


The work is to be implemented under the loan assistance programme of the 
World Bank. 
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Meanwhile, according to reports from across the Nepal-India border, the Oil 
and Natural Gas Commission of India has plans for exploration and drilling 
of the Gandaki basin in India (Gandak in India). 


Way back in the 1960s, it is recalled, India carried out a seismic explora- 
tion survey in Champaran, Muzzafarpur and Sitamarhi district of the Bihar 
state bordering Nepal, with the help of a foreign agency. The study has 
reportedly shown positive results.

IMPROVED STORAGE NEEDED TO REDUCE FOODGRAIN LOSSES 


Kathmandu THE RISING NEPAL in English 29 Apr 82 pp l, 6

Kathmandu, April 28- 

The nation could = save 
over 600 million rupees by 
way of reducing foodgrain 
losses during the post-har- 
vest period. 

According to the Rural 
Save Grain Project (RSGP) 
Officials, fifteen percent of 
the Kingdom's annual foo- 
ugrain production, totalliog 
some four million tonnes 
accounts for losses during 
the post-harvest period, be- 
cause of mites, rats and 
wrong processing, drying 
and storing practices. The 
losses im monetary terms 
incurred would thus amou- 
ntto nearly one billion 
rupees and two-thirds of it 
could be reduced through- 
effective measures. 


Such enormous foodgrain 
losses in the country have 
therefore, led to schemes 
such as the Rural Save 
Grain Programme with the 


wssistance of the FAO. 


The two-year first. phase 
of the RSGP has been com- 


pleted in accordance with 
an agreement signed betwe- 
en His Majesty's Govern- 
ment and the FAO in 1979, 
The second phase is curr- 
ently being implemented 
and will be completed next 
year. Roth the phases are 
being implemented as a 
pilot project. 

The RSGP has covered 
five places in the first phase 
and three in the second 
phase. 

According to Mr. A.A.C. 
Huysmans, co-ordinator of 
the FAO Prevention of 
Food Losses Programme, 
who is bere on a four-day 
visit in connection with the 
possibility of drawing up 4 
national level foodgrain 
saving scheme in the coun- 
try, RSGP has been succe- 
ssful with encouraging 
results. 


He stressed the need for 
developing sound storage 
structures and launching a 
comprehensive campaign 
for the control of rodents 
which are the major causes 
of foodgrain loss in the 
country. — 


While also calling for 
further investigation in the 
drive to control rats, the 
FAO expert noted that it 
was a “tremendous task” 
to reach each individual 
farmer. ‘“‘The need, there- 
fore, is to spread the 
message through all availa- 
ble resources and agencies 
related to not only agricul- 
ture but also other areas’, 
he added. 

He said foodgrain losses 
occured during various 
stages such as harvesting, 
threshing, proeessing and 
storing. 

According to RSGP sov- 
rees. farmers store over 70 
percent of their foodgrains 











and the method of storage 
is faulty, insects, mites, ro- 
adents, moisture and birds 
being the other major 
enemies. 

The main objectives of 
the RSGP are ‘to impart 
training to farmers and ext- 
ension officials in the pra. 
ctical methods of storage 
and persevation of foodgrai- 
ns:, to extend scientific tec- 
hniques of storage through 
demonstrations, wide publi- 
city and develop model vill- 
ages: to arrange and supply 


farmers with improved types 


of storage ' structures, pesti- 


cides and rodenticides. and 
the like to maintain liaison 
with various agencies for 
manufacture or fabrication 
of storage structures. 


Currently, improved 
Slorage structure are deve- 
loped. 


Fumigation is one meth-

RSGP. Under the scheme, 
three aluminium phosphide 
tablets are used to fumigate 
insects in a _ ten-quintal 
storage structure. The tab- 
lets, each costing about 
twenty paisa, will start 
fumigating insects from a 
special tube and placed 
inside the air-tight storage 
structure within half an hour 
after release. 

Zine phosphides are used 
as rodenticides.

Khan Abdul Ghaffar Ahan has returned to his country after a 

stay of over three years in neighbouring Afghanistan. His 
current absence from Pakistan was more in the nature of 
voluntary exile rather than being a fugitive on the nun, as was 
often the case with hum in the past. The Government has done 
well to grant him permission to return home in freedom. 
Another conumendable decision in the same vein was to allow 
the leading Urdu poet of South Asia, Faiz Ahmed Faiz, to 
return to Pakistan. Ia fact, we feel such generosity should be 
extended to others too who are political dissidents of sorts. 
The trouble with successive Governments in Pakistan has been 
their inability 10 tolerate political opposition and differences 
oO) Opinion. Quite erroneously, opposition to Government has 
been equated with treason to the state, although the two are 
mutua.’y exclusive. 


Additionally, the label of ‘patriot’ and ‘traitor’ is rather 
ioosely used. More often then not, a ‘patriot’ i one who 
upholds the officially-certified truth and a ‘charge of treason’ 
is bestowed on those who don't.

(Text) The Export Processing Zone Authority (EPZA) has allowed ten commercial 


banks, including seven foreign banks, to open their branches in the EPZ being de- 
veloped near Karachi at Port Qasin. 


Official sources said in Karachi that all these branches would be started as off- 
shore banks and would be exempted from the Pakistani laws which govern banking 
exchange control and commercial operations. 


Of these banks two have already started functioning at the site--National Bank 
of Pakistan and the Middle East Bank (a foreign bank). 


Six other foreign banks which are expected to open their branches are Dubai Bank, 
Union Bank of Middle East, City Bank of Oman, American Express and Bank of Credit 
and Commerce International (BCCI). 


Apart from National Bank which has already opened its branch, the other two na- 
tionalised banks which would open their offices are Muslim Commercial Bank and 
Habib Bank. 


They indicated that Union Bank of Midd‘e East might open its branch soon, while 
other banks were also engaged in giving final shape to the arrangements to start 
business. 


About the proposed rules to govern employer-employee relations, in the industrial 
units at Export Zone the sources said that EPZA has finalised its proposals which 
have been submitted to the government. 


These rules among other things stipulate strict bilateral contact arrangement be- 
tween the employer and employee. 


Meanwhile the board of directoru of EPZA is also expected to hold its next meeting 
here sometimes in third week of this month to consider four industrial projects 
which involve financing of 144 million dollars.--PPI.

[Text] President Mohammad Zia-ul-Haq has stressed the need for the setting up of 
appropriate institutions to ensure and increase the flow of goods and services 
between Pakistan and Saudi Arabia. 


In a message on the occasion of signing of the Saudi-Pakistan commercial centres' 
agreement, the President expressed the hope that the centre would fill this institu- 
tional gap and play a major role in promoting closer contacts amongst the business 
communities of the two countries and greater sales of commodities and products in 
their markets. 


The Federal Minister for Commerce, Finance and Coordination, Mr Ghulam Ishaq Khan 
in his message has said that the establishment of the Pak-Saudi Display Centre at 
Jeddah marks the beginning of a new era in the growing economic relations between 
the two brotherly Muslim countries. 


He said that the centre would play a vital role in introducing entire range of 
Pakistan export potential in the Saudi market and will open up new avenues of col- 
laboration in the field of trade. 


Saudi-Pakistan Commercial Centre at Jeddah, the show window of Pakistan's products 
to the Muslim world, has started functioning with exporters from Pakistan sending 
their goods for market display there. 


The Vice-Chairman of the Export Promotion Bureau, Mr Mohammad Yousuf, told newsmen 
that with the successful functioning of the centre, more such centres would be 
set up in other important business centres of Saudi Arabia. 


He said that negotiations were underway for opening commercial centres in Dubai, 
Abu Dhabi, Iran etc. Survey was also being conducted in United States and Canada 
for such centres to boost Pakistan's exports. 


An agreement for the establishment of the first centre at Jeddah was signed on 
March 27 here between the Export Promotion Bureau on behalf of Pakistan Government 
and Hottaimi Bin Nehar Establishment Jeddah.

Mr Yousuf said that the centre's project being implemented by Hottaimi Bin Nehar 
Establishment would provide a forum for the manufacturers and exporters of Paki- 


Stan to introduce their products and increase their sale not only in Saudi Arabia 
but ultimately in the whole Muslim world. 


Mr Mahboob Husain Sadique, the Executive Director of Hottaimi Bin Nehar Establish- 


ment, who was also present explained the aims, objects of the centre and services 
offered by it. 


The centre is being established in an area of about 5000 square meter at Jeddah's 
central commercial district. The display centre will be ready in November next. 


The centre would also assist the Pakistani businessmen and exporters in concluding 
business deals with Saudi traders for supply of their goods and services for short 
and long terms besides warehousing their products for ready delivery. 


The centre will provide show rooms and office facilities for major export items of 
Pakistan to prominent exporters and arrange for visas and resident permits etc of 
their representatives to undertake sale promotion/marketing in Saudi Arabia. 

He said that the project would cost four million riyals. 

As regards shipping problem raised by Mr Mahboob, the Vice-Chairman said that if

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PRIORITIES IN ENGINEERING INDUSTRIES DISCUSSED

WHENEVER we take a parti- 
cular decision to boost exports, 
we quietly please ourselves with 
some pride. that such a decision 
is “timely”, even though it 
should have been taken several 


years ago. 

The decision to set up the Engin 
eering Manufacturers and Export 
Council has now been taken only 
after we have realised that the er 
gineering sector has distinctly emer- 
ged as a large potential sector whose 
import needs during recent years 
have been generously mt but with 
direct impact on our growing import 
bill, though its cxport potential has 
not yet been appropriately explored 
nor its manufacturing problems clear- 
ly soried out, both in the public 
and private sectors 

From Taxila to Karachi we have 
several large and medium size indus 
tries including those run on a small 
scale. While a few of them are alrea- 
dy in the export business, several 
more coukd take advantage of our 
liberal export policy and export 
incentives only if those were re 
Organised to further expand their 
production, though it is still very 
hard to assess how many more can 
be brought into worthwhile cxport 
bu siness . 

While the new Council is commr 
tted to diversify production of en 
ginvering poods in the existing units 
und wan, to encourage new units 
to promote their export products, 
the Tederal Government has not 
yet taken preliminary steps to make 
a realistic assessment of he entire 


engineering industry. For this ree 
son, if for no other, it is rather hard 
to find information about the export 
availability of engineering products, 
their standards of production, their 
export requirements abroad and the 
foreign market competition against 
particular products Even a- brief 
overview of the entire engineering 
industry would justify the need for 
a survey of each engineering produ- 
ct, whether it is intended for the > 
ree domestic market or it is avail 
able for export. Such product sur- 
veys carried out by the Council in 
consultation with the Trade Offices 
abroad and the prospective impor- 
ters would reveal the inherent tec 
hnical weaknesses of several produ- 
cts which require to be improved 
to enable them to win markets 
abroad. 

How many product surveys can 
be completed within a years’ time is 
a matter for speculation But the 
Council cannot be expected to per 
form a useful role without first 
obtaining a realistic survey of each 
category of engineering products 
the present production capacity, 
their u needs for diversification 
or thoir ncing and modernisation 
against the heavy import needs

If we are sincercly interested in 
providing a healthy environment to 
the vast majority of our population 
living in the’Yrural areas, we should 
be fully aware of their noeds in our 
next development plan and its impact 
on production of .the cssential engin 
eering -ecquipment which we can now 
manufacture within the country, 











provaled fs priority and the need 
for funds are rccoenised. Even if 
each local government area provxies 
$0 per cent of funds for bask deve 
lopment needs, the other 50 per cent 
can be previded by both the federal 
amd provincial governments Such 
funds would go a long way in prove

Mr. Maurice F. Strong, 
Chairman of the Geneva- 
based International Ener- 
gy Development Corpora- 
tion, and Dr. Mahbubul 
Haq, Deputy Chairman of 
the Planning Commission, 
have signed an agreement 
in Islamabad which ap- 
points IEDC as principal 
energy adviser to the Gov- 
ernment of Pakistan and 
charges it with the prepa- 
ration of a 20-year energy 
development plan for the 
country. The long-term 
ene management and 
production programme 
will especially bear upon 
projects to be included in 
the Sixth Five-Year Plan 
to be launched on July 1, 
1983. IEDC will project 
Pakistan's energy needs 
over the next two decades 
and chalk up a_ compre- 
hensive physical and 
financial plan with the 
help of a group of specia- 
lists stationed in London 
and a liaison officer in Is- 
lamabad. Given Pakistan's 
high rate of economic 
growth and the compul- 
sion to maintain and in- 
crease it further to meet 
the demands of a_ fast- 
growing population, the 
pressure on energy supply 


is bound to rise over the 
next decade, threatening 
traditional sources with 
depletion and ultimate ex- 
haustion. Aware of this 
eventuality, the Planning 
Commission has turned its 
attention to the problems 
of conservation and deve- 
lopment of energy resour- 
ces. Since the management 
and development of such 
known sources as oil, gas, 
coal, hydro-lectricity, nu- 
clear power and _ solar 
energy require a_ wide- 
ranging combination of 
investment and financing, 
IEDC’s advice would be a 
most useful externally ad- 
ministered guidance in the 
light of international ex- 
perience. It has been ac- 
cepted on all hands that 
Pakistan has _ heretofore 
used its energy resources 
without proper planning, 
as a result of which most 
of its original estimates of 


capacity have been drasti- 


cally revised. The spectre 
of a total energy  break- 
down casts a bigger sha- 
dow every time we at- 
tempt an acceleration in 
our productive sectors, be 
it industry or agriculture. 

The example of natural 
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gas alone suffices to de- 
monstrate how we have 
kept our gaze averted from 
the long view. Putting in- 
dustry largely on gas to 
cut down expenditure on 


imports of oil, and by 
short-sightedly putting 
thermal power production 
on gas, we have drastically 
curtailed the life of this 
precious  petro-chemical 
resource. Before it could 
reach the entire popula- 
tion as a cooking fuel, the 
threat of its exhaustion 
has begun to loom large. 
A frantic but belated 
search for oil has unfortu- 
nately not reached the 
scale required for a rea- 
sonable expectation of a 
major strike. Our annually 
planned 30 wells compare 
badly with India’s 120 and 
Canada’s 7,700. Domestic 
oil production of 10,000 
barrels a day is barely 12 
per cent of what is requir- 
ed in an economy where 
its consumption is goin 

up annually at the rate o 

11 per cent. While our 
international creditors 
steadily advise us to 
mechanise and modernise 
our traditional sectors, 
our capacity to harness, 
let alone develop, the 
energy sector has speedilv 








declined. The output of 
hydel power, inaugurated 
in early years as a maior 
economic panacea, has 
lagged at 6,000 MW and it 
is difficult to visualise 
how we will ever reach the 
target of 27,000 MW by the 
end of the century. Tar- 
bela has taught us a hard 
lesson of costs and _per- 
suades us to take sane 
counsel before embarking 
upon energy projecis. 
Both oil and gas threaten- 
ed with uncertainty, our 
complacent planners find 
themselves compelled to 
exploit alternative sources 
for the development and 
financing of which their 
experience is restricted in 
the national framework. 
Hydel and nuclear energy 
is once again in focus and 
other inexhaustible  sour- 
ces like solar energy are 
emerging as feasible pro- 
jects against the backdrop 
of a prohibitive oil bill 
which soaks up more than 
50 per cent of our export 
earnings. IEDC will hope- 
fully provide more convic- 
tion to the conservation 
policies we have not been 
able to implement simply 
because we did not believe 
that the crisis would be 
upon us so soon. It will 
perform the task of mak- 
ing us aware of the ser- 
ious difficulties we are 
bound to suffer unless we 
make preparations’ to 
mect it scientifically with 
planning and far-sighted 
husbandry.

PRIME MINISTER DISCUSSES WORLD ECONOMY 
OW120437 Hong Kong AFP in English 0356 GMT 12 May 82 
[Report by Jan Kristiansen] 


[Text] Helsinki, 12 May (AFP)--Prime Miniiter Cesar Virata of the Philippines 
sees a worsening of the climate of international economic cooperation over 

the past year, partly due to the attitude adopted by the U.S. Reagan 
administration. 


"I would say there are two contributory factors," he said in an interview 
with Agence France-Presse last night. "One is the bad economic conditions. 
The second is the attitude of the United States, in the sense that they 
have shifted a great deal of the burden (of development) to the private 
sector..." “They say: You create a healthy business climate, and develop- 
ment will take place," Mr Virata said. He said there was a widespread 
belief in developing countries that "this will not really solve...the 
development problems." 


As a result of their emphasis on the private sector, he added, the Americans 
"do not like to give anything to the multilateral institutions" concerned 
with financial support or channelling assistance into Third World countries. 


The U.S. is bound to come under sharp fire from the developing nations as 
a group in 3 days of talks in the International Monetary Fund's Interim 
Committee and the Joint Development Committee of the IMF and the World 
Bank, which are getting under way here this moming. 


As Filipino finance minister, Mr Virata is a veteran of these semi-annual 
meetings: He was chairman of the development group for 4 years up to the 
spring of last year. Since then he has chaired the group of 24, the 
intergovernmental body that represents the views of Third World nations 
at large in the two organisations. He passed the chairmanship yesterday 
to Victor Bruce of Trinidad and Tobago. 


Asked whether it was realistic to plead for non-intervention by governments 
in developing economies--another theme frequently reiterated by U.S. 
officials--Mr Virata repplied: "I don't think so. For one thing, in many 
developing countries you have sometimes a very weak private sector. So 

in many instances, you need governments to play an active role in the 
beginning." 
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Governments might have to back enterprises, but could let them tum private 
“when they mature," he added, noting that this had been "the usual cycle 
in the Philippines." 


Opening yesterday's group of 24 meeting, Mr Virata described the world 
economic outlook as "critical" and detailed the adverse impact on developing 
countries of the policies pursued by “some” industrial powers which had led 
to high interest rates, sluggish growth, stagnation of world trade, and 
growing protectionist pressures. 


The setbacks inflicted on Third World nations by the nearly 3 year old 
recession in the industrial "North" were reflected in an unusually sharply 
but still moderately worded statement by the group of 24. "The G-24 is 
more realistic compared with the diplomats," Mr Virata commented last night. 


He said this year would still be a “bad" one for his own country, which 

has an “open" economy with import and export trade accounting for 45 percent 
of its GNP. But if interest rates came down, in particular in the United 
States, there could “hopefully” be some picking up of business activity, 

he said.

SITUATION ON LABOUR FRONT EXAMINED

[Text] This year's day of the workingman is mrked by a growing unrest on 
the labor front, a deepening division in the ranks of workers, and frenzied 
efforts by the government to ease labor tensions and insure industrial peace. 


Gathering today in a display of force and solidarity are two major groupings 
of the nation's workers which will reaffirm their commitment to the cause of 
labor, though in somewhat different ways. One will gather at the Polk Arts 
Theater where President Marcos is expected to speak, The other, said to be 
the more militant, will hold its assembly at the Liwasang Bonifacio, 


The schiem in the labor ranks is by no means divorced from the many strains 
afflicting the labor movement today, In the face of increasing economic 
difficulties and the enactment of a new labor code, worker unrest has been 
spreading to many firms, many leading to crippling strikes and the breakout 
of violence, Ambiguities in the labor code have often led to an impasse 
between labor and management. Substandard collective bargaining agreements 
and charges of irregularities by some labor leaders have rocked labor unions 
and federations, Economic demands, particularly on higher wages, have 
remained unmet, 


The headache falls on the government, the Ministry of Labor and Employment 
specifically, which has to find ways to reconcile the conflicting wiews of 
management and labor or at least prevent confrontations that seriously 
prejudice the economy, 


The task is certainly not easy. Management-epinched by the rising cost of 
production and declining demand for products and services--has leaned towards 
drastic cost-cutting, lay-offs, wage freeze and exemptions from mandated 
allowances and other benefits, Labor, on the other hand, has incressingly 
become militant and uncompromising about their demands which it feels mst 
be met if workers are to make both ends meet, 
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To what extent labor should press its demand has thus become a crucial ques- 
tion today. To simply give in to management's protestations of inability to 
meet demands--which incidentally some labour leaders who connive in sweetheart 
deals do--would be to the disadvantage of workers with legitimate demands. 
Pursuing strikes and crippling production until management gives in, however, 
might not be too wise, as many labor unions are now finding out. Unlike in 
other countries where labor unions are well organized and backed up by union 
funds that can keep the workers and their families going while they are on 
strike, labor unions in the country are comparatively weak and inadequate to 
sustain for long a head-on confrontation with well-established companies, 


The resolution or the non-resolution of many vital questions and issues in 
the near future will spell how the labor situation in the country will 


develop in the coming years, For the sake of everybody, we hope things 
work out for the best.

other in favor because they hold the view that contraceptives, like medicines, 
constitute “application of natural law." 


"It just happened that the government's population program coincides with 
the view of one Catholic sector," De los Reyes explained, 


The POPCOM official said the population program basically upholds a policy 
of non-coercion and respects the individual's decision to choose the family 
planning method that he or she desires, 


De los Reyes also stressed the present directions of the country's population 
program: 


--A shift of focus from national to local government accountability. The 
program will soon be entirely funded and implemented by local governments,

He added that open’ market 
operations and expanding dealership 
activity in government securities 
worked with other monetary 
measures to help stabilize the cost of 
borrowing and minimize upward 
price pressures. 

Other factors that brought down 
the inflation rate were the decline in 
oil prices and the retention of

EEC RESTRICTIONS ON PHILIPPINE EXPORTS--The European Economic Community (EEC) 
will adopt a tougher position during negotiations in June on the renewal of 
its textile agreement with the Philippines, an EEC spokesman said. He said 
that under the present agreemnt which expires end of this year, the 
Philippines became the largest supplier to the commumity because its exports 
of textiles and clothing grew at an average of 18 percent a year in weight. 
He did not give export figures in weight or quantity. "Having regard to the 
parlous situation of the commmity's textile industry as well as to the very 
substantial levels reached by Philippine exports, the EEC position during the 
negotiations would necessarily be more restrictive than in the past," the 
spokesman said, The EEC position was set out during two days of informl 
talks which ended Wednesday between an EEC delegation led by Horst Krenzler 
and Deputy Finance Minister Alfredo Pio de Roda, Negotiations open in 
Brussels in June, The spokesman said the EEC would not try to reduce 
Manila's access to the cormmity but wanted to moderate the growth rate for 
some of its products. This will include, he added, an anti-surge mechanism 
and an anti-fraud clause in the bilateral agreement ag well as a proposal on 
some improvements on the already existing basket-exit mechanism, The EC 
delegation said that its recently adopted outward processing regime, if 
applied to the Philippines, would imply closer cooperation between EC and 
Philippine textile industries and allow for additional exports of the 
Philippines to the Community. The delegation explained that this position 
was prompted by the difficult situation of the EC's textile industry.

SITTHI MISSION TO BEIJING ON KHMER COALITION DISCUSSED

[Editorial: "Sitthi"s Trip May Influence ASEAN Thinking"] 


[Text] It is one of the mysteries of Kampuchea why the yet-to-be-formed 
Patriotic Front cannot agree to wnite politically. The objectives of the 
leaders of the three factions--the Khmer Rouge, the Moulinaka and the 
KPNLF--are the same, namely the ouster of Vietnamese troops from Kampuchea 
and then the establishment of a government with the backing of the people 
with elections to be conducted under UN auspices. But up to now personal 
conflicts between Khieu Samphan, Prine Norodom Sihanouk and Son Sann, the 
leaders of the three factions have been obstructing the political process. 
Son Sann and Sihanouk factions agreed to the Singapore formula of a loose 
coalition but the Khmer Rouge would not. Khieu Samphan and Sihanouk agreed 
in Beijing to another coalition but Son Sann would not. 





The whole matter was to have been finalized at a meeting in Kuala Lumpur 
which never came off since, we presume, ASEAN is getting sick and tired of 
babysitting the Troika which pulls in three different directions. China, 
from a military point of view, has played a key role and has been consistently 
supplying arms to the Khmer Rouge and some to the Moulinaka and seems quite 
unimpressed by any drive for political coalition. More and more countries 
are withdrawing recognition of Democratic Kampuchea although they have not 
gone to the extent of recognizing the Heng Samrin regime in Phnom Penh. 

But there is a move on, by various countries, to leave the Democratic 
Kampuchea seat vacant at the United Nations, and the latest country to 
subscribe to that idea is Vietnam itself, which, in turn, would mean the 
entire Soviet bloc. 


It is under these circumstances that Foreign Minister Sitthi Sawetsila is 
visiting Beijing and having talks with the Chinese leaders. He has an 
extremely difficult job because China's stated principle is to “bleed Vietnam 
white” and she does not see the importance of the formation of any patriotic 
front. Further, Beijing also knows that she is not powerful enough in the 
United Nations General Assembly to be able to secure votes to enable 
Democratic Kampuchea to keep its seat--year after year, the lobbying has 

been done by ASEAN. And let us face it: ASEAN has only chosen lesser of 

two evils in trying to keep Democratic Kampuchea in the United Nations. 
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We trust that Sitthi in Beijing will be able to point out clearly to the 
Chinese leaders that the “empty seat" formula is getting wider and wider 
acceptance internationally and ASEAN has to come to some sort of an under- 
standing about UN strategy when its foreign ministers meet next month. 
Hanoi, we think, is trying to back a winner in her own version of the 
“empty seat" formula and as the trend is discemible at present, only the 
formation of a coalition between Sihanouk, Khieu Samphan and Son Sann can 
enable ASEAN to continue its babysitting. Sihanouk may have his own faults, 
but he is the best known Kampuchean internationally and if he is given the 
chance to address the UN General Assembly, the Third World representatives 
will not only sit up and listen but will also give his words a lot of weight. 


Politically, a very difficult few months are ahead for the three Kampuchean 
anti-Vietnamese factions and, if the cards are not played right, they may 
find themselves without any further opportunity. Furthermore, ASEAN will 
be hard put in trying to back a loser. It is true that Hanoi, in backing 
the “empty seat" formula is acknowledging its inability to militarily over- 
come all opposition to her mighty war machine, but it is a political ploy 
that may prove to be a winner. 


Sitthi's trip to Beijing may not provide the final answer. Next month's 
ASEAN foreign minister's meeting may not also provide the final answer. 
Only the three Khmer factions will provide the answer as to whether they 
want to commit suicide internationally or want to form a coalition that is 
acceptable and will be able to fight the Vietnamese more effectively.

[Text] Once again our government has tried to cut through the rhetoric from 
Vietnam to offer the hand of peace to the Hanoi authorities. Through its 
Voice of Free Asia Radio, the government has told Vietnam what it has so 
often told that country in the past: That Thailand has no desire to be an 
enemy of Vietnam; that it has no desire to harm the government of Vietnam; 
and that much more can be gained by civilised international contact than 

by brute military force. We can only hope that Vietnam is listening. 


The radio broadcast, an expression of official Thai Government policy, 
indicated quite rightly that Vietnam and Thailand could live and trade 
together in peace. Our two countries, so close geographically to each other 
and sharing certain common points in o:' history, could help each other and 
exist harmoniously. Vietnam, at preset.., could use several products already 
being exported by Thailand. Thailand, meanwhile, has use for some of 
Vietnam's products, most certainly including the coal from fields currently 
being extended in Vietnam. The radio also spoke of possible Thai invest- 
ment in the Vietnamese fishing industry, only just getting off the ground. 


There are many possible projects to be explored between the two nations, 
from culture to science, from trade to tourism, from investment to sports. 
In short, there is a long list of fields in which Thailand is already 
engaged with myriad nations of various political and economic ideologies 
throughout the world which also could be explored between us and Vietnam. 


The problem once again, however, is not a lack of good will or desire on 

the part of Thailand to engage in international intercourse with Vietnam. 
The problem is Vietnamese intransigence on the Kampuchean problem. Here, 

we have 200,000 Vietnamese troops stationed in Kampuchea. At the Thai 
border, these troops are 600 kilometres or more from their home. We have 

an administration seated in Phnom Penh which accompanied the 1979 Vietnamese 
invasion force from Vietnam into Kampuchea. We have constant statements 
from that administration, and from Hanoi, telling us that no Kampuchean 

but those loyal to Heng Samrin and Vietnam can ever participate in the 
political life of Kampuchea. And Vietnamese officials, somehow maintaining 
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a straight face, continue to accuse Thailand of interference in Kampuchean 
affairs. There is a definite lack of logic in this. 


We have consistently supported the world majority in asking that the right 
of the Kampuchean people to decide their own destiny should be observed. 
The future of the Kampuchean people at present cannot be said to be in the 
hands of the Kampuchean people. When 200,000 foreign troops have imposed 
a government and an ideology on a nation, that nation's rights have been 
trampled upon. 


We have also supported our government's view that Thailand will accept any 
decision of the Khmer people. If they should decide, in free elections, 
that they wish Heng Samrin to be their president, that is their affair and 
is entirely acceptable to us and to the vast majority of the world, as 
expressed through the United Nations and many other fora. 


When foreign troops no longer garrison our border; when Vietnam ceases to 
force its will upon our neighbours; when Hanoi's leadership listens to the 
constructive and concerned voices of the world's people: Then Vietnam and 
Thailand can build the sort of relations in all fields that we so earnestly 
desire to have with our neighbours in the world community. Until that day, 
the blame for any problems will remain squarely on Vietnam's doorstep.

A government that could be acceptable to the world at large, at least that 
part not dominated or influenced by the Soviet Union or sympathetic to 
Hanoi and its target ot incorporating Kampuchea into a Federation of 
Indochina controlled by itself or annexing the country. 


And, also, a government through which countries seeking to save Kampuchea 
from the Vietnamese and return it to the Khmer people can funnel their aid, 
whatever it is--financial, economic, technical, even military. 


That is the scenario. Can it become reality? Let's examine the situation. 


The Association of Southeast Asian Nations [ASEAN] is making a final effort 
to get a loose tripartite coalition government for Democratic Kampuchea 
formed by late June when its foreign ministers meet in Singapore for their 
annual conference. The chief political topic of the conference, as in 
recent previous years, will be the continued presence of Vietnamese aggres- 
sive forces in Kampuchea which poses an immediate threat to the security of 
Thailand and is becoming an increasingly corrosive element to peace and 
stability of the non-communist countries of the region. 





The proposal for a "coalition" has failed to materialise up till now 
because not all the three Khmer factions involved could agree on principles 
and posts, each trying to seize the greatest power and placing itself in 

the most favourable position to win the greatest number of votes in the 
general election scheduled to take place--when, or rather if, the Vietnamese 
forces would submit themselves to the United Nations General Assembly and 
depart from Kampuchea in good grace. 
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Besides the “jockeying” for positions, other reasons are given for the dilly- 
dallying. One time Premier Son Sann, leader of the Khmer People's National 
Liberation Front [KPNLF], the main dillydallier, claims over and over again 
that he would refuse to “enter the tiger's cage" (join the Khmer Rouge 

which solely rums the Democratic Kampuchea Government now and which eamed 
worldwide notoriety for its alleged genocidal policies when it was in charge 
in Phnom Penh). 


He has placed such conditions on those supporting him as providing him with 
"a whip"--arms to form an army which could rival the Khmer Rouge. Since 
the Khmer Rouge has a guerrilla force of 40,000 in the jungles, and since 
Son Sann can claim a fighting force of 5,000 (knowledgeable sources place 
the actual armed strength of the KPNLF at 3,000), this demand could hardly 
be considered realistic. 


Because he is the only figure visible on the horizon who could conceivably 
head a non-communist force in Kampuchea, the ASEAN members have assured 
him of their collective and individual support to prevent his being 
“swallowed by the tiger." 


Eventually, it turms out that he wants the most important and influential 
cabinet portfolios for the KPNLF--which the Khmer Rouge could not foolishly 
turn over. China does not wish to have the Khmer Rouge decimated. After 
all, the Khmer Rouge is Beijing's protege--just as Heng Samrin in Phnom 
Penh is Hanoi's, and by logical and ideological extension, Moscow's proxy. 
However, the Chinese leadership being pragmatic supports the ASEAN "coalition" 
plan because it realises that it has been ASEAN efforts which have resulted 
in the UN's continuing recognition of Democratic Kampuchea as the legal 
government of Kampuchea. ASEAN appears to have impressed Beijing with the 
fact that Pol Pot, chief executioner of the Khmer Rouge, is still very much 
identified with the jungle-based regime, although, as a result of Thai 
pressure, he has been deprived of any rolitical post and put in command of 
the fighting forces--for which he had been prepared by past experience. 


As long as the Khmer Rouge remains in dominance over Democratic Kampuchea 
[DK], support for it is likely to erode--in fact, is already eroding, 

since several governments have already "derecognised” the DK and more are 
considering doing so. A number of Western European governments are willing 
to go along with ASEAN and recognise the DK once again during the UN General 
Assembly around September for another year, although its mass media--print 
and broadcast-—are getting more and more critical of the Khmer Rouge. 


If the KPNLF still maintains a non-cooperative attitude--which it can still 
do, despite the persuasion of Singapore Foreign Minister Suppiah Dhanabalan 
and Malaysian Foreign Minister Ghazalie Shafie which led to a press state- 
ment apparently indicating a softening of attitude towards the ASEAN- 
proposed "loose coalition"--then the chances will multiply that the UN 
would soon come around to the idea being sold by India of the Kampuchean 
seat being left “empty." The probability of an wnoccupied Kampuchean seat 
in the UN being filled by the Heng Samrin regime set up in the Kampuchean 
capital is much greater than by the communist Khmer Rouge or any of the 
disunited non-communist factions. 
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DK President Khieu Samphan of the Khmer Rouge has reached agreement on 
certain principles in their meeting at Beijing in February. [Sentence as 
published] Although invited, Son Sann, obdurate as usual, refused to attend. 
Now, it is hoped in ASEAN circles that these two would meet with Prince 
Norodom Sihanouk, for what has been described as a Khmer "summit." 


The Malaysian Government has offered Kuala Lumpur as site for the meeting 
of the three Khmer resistance leaders if they agree to hold it. 


The problem is that Prince Sihanouk feels that he has already reached 
agreement with Khieu Samphan and that it is now up to Son Sann and Khieu 
Samphan to agree. Living in exile alternately in Beijing and Pyongyang, 
the prince has not the money for extensive travel. 


It must be noted that he is now leader of ANS (in French, Armee Nationaliste 
Sihanoukienne, or in English, Sihanoukian Nationalist Army). The ANS 
comprises three guerrilla units: The Moulinaka, the Khleang Moeung, and 

the Oddar Tus. Comprising 5,000 armed men, it is the army of the Front 

uni National Pour UN Cambodge Independent, Neutre, Pacifique et Cooperatif 
(FUNCINPEC, in English, National United Front for an Independent, Neutral, 
Peaceful and Cooperative Cambodia). 


It is unwise to have the "summit" in Beijing as it would lead to Hanoi 
charging that the "coalition" resulting from it being a Chinese "puppet." 
In this case, the "coalition" would be, in the eyes of people of the world, 
"no better than the Vietnamese-Soviet puppet in Phnom Penh." 


if the prince cannot come or is unwilling to come to Kuala Lumpur, he is 
expected to send his closest aide, In Tam. But, if there is a real chance 
of a "coalition" government emerging from the “summit,” and he is needed 

to put his signature on what would be a historic document, he may well come 
himself. Is there such a chance? That's the worrying question. 


The basic principles agreed upon by the prince and the DK president in 
Beijing are as follows: 


1. Union of all national forces to expell the Vietnamese invaders from 
Kampuchean soil. Measures are to be taken in all fields to achieve this 
objective. 


2, Principles of tripartism, equality and consensus. Each party is to keep 
its own identity, ideals and political philosophy, and its own organisation. 
However, each has to cooperate to ensure a “genuine union.” For this a 
minimum political programme agreeable to all three is necessary. 


3. The tripartite coalition to be established within the legality of the 
DK which holds the UN seat. 


Son Sann cannot disagree with the main purpose of the coalition--the evic- 


tion of the 200,000 Vietnamese forces occupying their country. That is 
ilso his objective but he would like to do it by himself with the backing 
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of the United States and ASEAN--so that the communists would not returm to 
power after the Vietnamese are driven out or are withdrawn. In fact, 

after interviewing him in Washington, DC, and following his public state- 
ments, I feel that he believes he could get full American support and did 
not need to join the Khmer Rouge or other resistance forces so that he would 
be in full control when the Vietnamese leave. 


He cculd have realised by now that he could get American support only as 
long «s he has ASEAN support. Chinese support is also dependent upon ASEAN 
appeal to Beijing. ASEAN cannot support him to the exclusion of the Khmer 
Rouge which ASEAN knows is currently the only viable force militarily 
opposing the Vietnamese, or of Prince Sihanouk which ASEAN knows possesses 
international prestige which no other Khmer has. 


Despite the fact that he has no real military force, Son Sann has been 
demanding key cabinet positions and trying to exclude the Khmer Rouge from 
any post of influence. It must heve been impressed upon him, or should be, 
if it had not done so, that he lacked the strength to make such bargains. 
In addition Son Sann himself is not a fighter, has never been a soldier. 


He claimed to me that he could muster 100,000 men and what he needed was 
only arms for them--from America, China, ASEAN, wherever--but that is only 
a clain., 


Son Sann has to be brought back to the world of realities if the scenario 
mentioned at the beginning is to happen. He has to approach the "summit" 
in the full knowledge that failure or success depends so much on him. He 
needs not courage but humility--for the sake of his country and compatriots. 


Talking about Prince Sihanouk during my conversation with him late last 
year, Son Sann said, "I don't know what is his last position." It has to 
be said to the prince's credit that, while in the past he had changed his 
mind and course so often about what could be done about his country, he had 
stuck steadily to his present point of view for months. 


Although he had swung frequently from pessimism to optimism and from 
denunciation to acceptance of the Khmer Rouge (probably as a "necessary 
evil"), he has remained committed to what amounts to support of the United 
Nations General Assembly resolution on Kampuchea. Whereas once he had 
been fatalistic about the Vietnamese presence, he wants the invaders to 
leave. He also wants his own people tc choose a government of their own. 


Of the three, he is the one not making demands for political power. He 
is willing to go along with whatever is decided for him. 


Of the three, he is the only person acceptable at the same time to China, 
Vietnam, the Soviet Union, the United States, West Europe, East Europe, 
the Third World, and the Nonaligned Movement. 


It is also possible that if a poll is taken in Kampuchea he would tum out 
to be the most popular of the three--mainly because he had been a king. 
Refugees have asked for, and about, "Samdech.” 
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France which aids Vietnam as part of a long term economic programme and 
presumably to keep a line open for dialogue with Hanoi is a m2" supporter 
of Prince Sihanouk. He can be the one who can stop the French trom 
recognising Heng Samrin. There is, justifiably or erroneously, suspicion 
that France is trying to return to a position of influence in Southeast 

Asia and may be exerting efforts at a solution to the Kampuchea problem 
which could enhance that position. French Ambassador Jean Souhr has assured 
me that his government backs the ASEAN attitude. "We are for withdrawal 

of foreign troops from Kampuchea." 


He explained, “France knows Indochina. The political context is very 
difficult. We are cautious in taking any initiative. The solution of the 
crisis should be in the hands of the countries in the area. If we are asked 
to help, we will not refuse to do whatever we can but to act or intervene 

is not our line. We need a very discreet approach." 


France has he'd conversations with Prince Sihanouk in Paris and through its 
ambassador in Beijing. It has no contacts with the Khmer Rouge. It has 
no intention whatsoever to recognise Heng Samrin. It is not in any way 
pushing any one side. 


However, it believes that if Prince Sihanouk is offered, and accepts, the 
presidency, there will hardly be any problem about retaining the DK seat. 
Having provided the Vietnamese with sanctuary in the eastern part of 
Kampuchea during their war against the Americans, he--if anyone can--may 
be capable of opening a dialogue which could lead to peace not only to 
Indochina but the rest of Southeast Asia. 


According to Prince Norodom Chakraphong, fifth son of Prince Sihanouk and 
liaison officer between his father and the Sihanoukist Army, ANS, and 

Buor Herl, representative of the prince with the FUNCINPEC, Prince Sihanouk 
will come only if Khieu Samphan and Son Sann agree upon setting up the 
coalition. He has placed no conditions on the coalition. 


Khieu Samphan has reached agreement with the prince on points mentioned 
above. 


It is now up to Son Sann. If he does not reach a compromise, meeting 
minimum requirements of all interested parties, he may well b2 shunted aside. 


If the proposed “coalition” can be formed before the ASEAN ministerial 
meeting in late June, it would strengthen ASEAN's hand in efforts to get 
the UN resolution implemented—for the sake of the freedom and independence 
of the Khmer people. If it can be set up before the ASEAN senior officials 
meeting to be held in Singapore in late May, so much the better. 


However, if there is no Khmer tripartite coalition government of Democratic 


Kampuchea by late Jume, the ASEAN foreign ministers meeting in Singapore 
will have to come up with a new strategy. 
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The leaders of the three factions have to make their own decision on setting 
They have to realise the necessity of doing so, 

and the urgency of it. No one can help them--no one can intervene or should. 
We cannot do the negotiating for them, or the fighting. When they wake up 
to the dangers to their own country--not because ASEAN tells them but 
because they see the situation for themselves--they will act, if they are 
the patriots they say they are. In that case, ASEAN will know without any 
doubts that it is supporting the right cause. And there will be no disunity 


or rumours of disunity on the matter.

EDITORIAL CRITICIZES FRENCH STAND ON KAMPUCHEA

{lext] France has proposed that Thailand open direct negotiations with 
Vietnam over the question of Vietnamese occupation of Kampuchea. The 
suggestion was made by top French officials to Prime Minister Prem Tinsulanon 
during his visit to Paris last week. It was a well-intentioned proposition 
and should be so taken by our government. At the same time, we should remind 
ourselves that of any European country France knows best about Indochina. 

It had ruled the I[ndochinese states of Vietnam, Cambodia (now Kampuchea) 

and Laos for so long and it had tried hard to hold on to these colonies but 
Dien Bien Phu put an end to all that. And today it looks like the French 
Government would like to return to some sort of role in this part of the 
world. This is an interpretation of the economic aid being extended to 
Hanoi by Paris. The assistance is said by the French to be “relatively 
small" but it is still aid which can be most helpful at a time when Thailand 
and its ASEAN partners would like all countries to withhold trade and aid 
until Hanoi has withdrawn all its forces from Kampuchea. An excuse given 

is that France would like to maintain a channel to Vietnam, a channel which 
could be useful in matters of peace and stability in Southeast Asia. 


It is necessary to point out to Paris that Thailand does have diplomatic 
relations with Vietnam and maintains these ties, despite differences of view 
over the Vietnamese aggression in Kampuchea. A dialogue is kept up over 
bilateral matters. Any negotiation will have to be about issues of mutual 
interest in which each party concedes that the other has certain rights. 

And the problem which the French brought up for discussions is not one which 
concerns Thailand and Vietnam directly. 


First, the issue of Kampuchea is one between Vietnam and Kampuchea, in 
effect, the Khmer people's resistance groups. Second, the problem is the 
main bone of contention between Vietnam and China which does not wish to 
have the Vietnamese come in and take over charge and control of Kampuchea 
and is supporting the Khmer Rouge guerrilla forces towards this end. Third, 
the Kampuchean conflict involves the two major communist powers--Soviet 
Russia and China. The Vietnamese and the Heng Samrin regime are proxies 

of Moscow while the Khmer Rouge are proxies of Beijing. Thus, a mere 
conversation between Bangkok and Hanoi will achieve little or nothing. 
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Besides, it has to be recalled that the Vietnamese, mainly through Foreign 
Minister Nguyen Co Thach, have publicly declared that their invasion of 
Kampuchea and their installation of a puppet regime in Phnom Penh wider 
Heng Samrin were “irreversible.” That means they would stick to their guns 
about their occupation of Kampuchea, which they would like the world to 
accept as a fait accompli. It is fortunate that the resistance by both 
communist and non-communist forces and the large numbers of refugees 
flocking to the Thai border are clear indications that the Khmer people 
oppose the Vietnamese aggression--a fact which the French apparently fail 
to recognise. 


If Paris would like our Foreign Minister Sitthi Sawetsila to talk to the 
Vietnamese foreign minister, it should persuade Nguyen Co Thach rather than 
our side. In the meetings that had taken »lace in the past, the Vietnamese 
official refused to discuss Kampuchea, and nothing new ever emerged from 
the dialogue. It has to be noted that Thailand does not reject the idea 
of talks with Vietnam but, to be useful and fruitful, France will have to 
convince the other side to come to the conference table with an open mind, 
like ours, and consider, frankly and cordially, possible solutions to a 
problem which affects the peace and stability of the whole of the Southeast 
Asian region.

VOFA COMMENTS ON THAI-SRV RELATIONS

[Station commentary: "Thai-Vietnamese Relations in Perspective" ] 


[Text] Thailand would like to have good relations with the Socialist 
Republic of Vietnam. There are several basic reasons for this. Thailand 
would like to have good relations with all her neighboring countries as 
this would contribute to the peace and stability of Southeast Asia. 
Thailand's relations with the ASEAN member states is a good illustration 

of this. Also with Burma, whose foreign minister has just visited Thailand, 
we have been working to come to agreement on boundary matters and other 
problems as well as on cooperative efforts in narcotic drug suppression 

and trade. 


The same goes with Lacs where both countries have been trying to better 
relations in those areas where there is leeway to do so, especially in trade 
and the question of maintaining security, law and order along the Mekong 
River which constitutes a great part of the Thai-Lao border. 


With Vietnam, it should also be the same. There is plenty of room for 
trade from Thailand, rice and other agricultural commodities, textile and 
consumer goods for examples and from Vietnam. Thailand would be interested 
in Vietnamese coal and diversifying her energy sources and in joint ventures 
in marine fishery. There are other areas for cooperation such as the lower 
Mekong development project. f*haps more importantly, Thailand would like 
to have good relations with V’*«tnam so that the countries of the Southeast 
Asian region can come together in order to have some say in their future 
and destiny. For too long the Southeast Asian region has been used by 
outside powers for their own ends. 


At this time, Bangkok is celebrating its 200th anniversary as the capital 
of Thailand, and it can be easily recalled that not so long ago foreign 

gun boats would come up the Chao Phaya River to Bangkok and demand conces- 
sions. The question was always how much concession Thailand had to make and 
get away with it. There was no other choice as Thailand's independence 

was immediately threatened. 


The situation in 1982 is thankfully not the same because five countries 
in Southeast Asia have got together and formed ASEAN, and have made progress 
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in developing cooperation among themselves. The voice of the people of 
Southeast Asia is being heard. We have a much stronger bargaining position. 
The views and support of ASEAN are being solicited. If Vietnam and Thailand 
and the other ASEAN countries have good relations, then the Southeast Asian 
countries will be in a stronger position to be able to govern themselves 

the affairs of Southeast Asia and unite not only to keep out what is 
undesirable but also to be able to accelerate the development of the region 
for the welfare of its peoples. This is the reason behind the ASEAN's 
proposal for the establishment of a zone of peace, freedom and neutrality 

in Southeast Asia. 


What then is the obstacle in the development of good relations between 
Vietnam and Thailand and the other ASEAN nations? The major obstacle is 
the Vietnamese aggression against and the occupation of Kampuchea by 
Vietnamese military forces. In late December 1978, massive Vietnamese 
military forces invaded Kampuchea and overthrew the Kampuchean Government. 
Since then Vietnam has set up a puppet regime in Kampuchea and continued 
to occupy that country with approximately 200,000 troops. The Vietnamese 
aggression against and occupation of Kampuchea, not only violate the UN 
Charter and international law, but also has caused international tension 
with far-reaching repercussions well beyond the region, thus endangering 
the peace and security of Southeast Asia. 


Thailand and the other ASEAN countries have made proposals seeking a 
comprehensive political settlement to the Kampuchean situation. These 
proposals have received overwhelming support in the United Nations. They 
include an agreement on a cease-fire by all parties to the conflict in 
Kampuchea and withdrawal of all foreign forces, appropriate arrangements, 
to ensure that armed Kampuchean factions will not prevent or disrupt the 
holding of free elections under the UN supervision which will allow the 
Kampuchean people to exercise their right to self-determination and elect 
a government of their own choice. It is regretable that Vietnam has never 
even mentioned or commented on or made additional proposals to these 
negotiating points whatsoever. 


Vietnam has proposed instead the creation of a demilitarized zone in the 
Thai-Kampuchean border and has said that it respects the independence and 
territorial integrity of Thailand. Such a proposal does not address itself 
to the crux of the matter which is Vietnamese aggression against and 
continued military occupation of Kampuchea which cannot be condoned. 


This is why Thai-Vietnamese relations and Vietnamese-ASEAN relations continue 
to ve faced with difficulties. The onus is on Vietnam to respond positively 
to ASEAN's efforts to restore the peace in Southeast Asia. The avenues of 
diplomatic communication between the two countries are open. All it takes 

is the political will and courage to work together for a better future for 
all. It remains for Vietnam to indicate that she is ready to eliminate the 
main obstacle created by Vietnam herself in Thai-Vietnamese relations.

PRASONG OOMMENDS NEW U.S. REFUGEE POLICY

[Excerpts] The United States Embassy yesterday announced a stricter refugee 
resettlement policy aimed at discouraging any new Indochinese refugees from 
seeking asylum in Thailand and other Southeast Asian countries. 


The new policy limits to three categories the criteria under which refugees 
from Vietnam, Laos and Kampuchea may be eligible for resettlement in the U.S. 
They are those who have immediate relatives in the U.S. or have previously 
worked for the U.S. Government and those who have other ties to the U.S. 
(such as those who have worked for American companies) or to one of the 
previous noncommunist governments and have reason to fear persecution. 


As of 30 A-ril, refugee arrivals will have to demonstrate these "close 
links” with the U.S. before they will be considered for resettlement, 
according to a U.S. Embassy press release. 


Secretary-General of the National Security Council Squadron Leader Prasong 
Sunsiri commended the new American policy as “a good move which will deter 
refugees from arriving in Thailand endlessly.” 


The new policy follows a tour through Southeast Asia last year of senior 
U.S. refugee officials, who included the director of the State Department's 
Bureau for Refugee Programmes, Mr Richard Vine. 


“We briefed him on our situation and told him that we don't want the U.S. 

to do anything which will create a ‘pull factor’ (such as easy resettlement 
chances) that would attract the refugees," Sqd-Ldr Prasong recalled. 

The U.S. Embassy made it clear that the policy change was aimed at discouraging 
potential refugees and would be given “wide publicity to Indochinese 

audiences through Voice of America broadcasts and other international media." 


Of the 388,400 Indochinese refugees resettled in the West since the communist 
victories of 1975, 68 percent went to the United States.

EDITORIAL LAUDS SON SANN PARTICIPATION IN TALKS

[Text] It is about time that Mr Son Sann agreed to participate in new talks 
with other leaders of the Kampuchean resistance. His agreement after talks 
in Kuala Lumpur to meet with Khieu Samphan of Democratic Kampuchea and 
Prince Norodom Sihanouk is a much needed step forward. Tan Sri Ghazali 
Shafie, Malaysia's foreign minister and a consistent advocate of forming 

a resistance front to the Vietnamese occupation of Kampuchea, is to be 
applauded. 


Son Sann's Khmer People's National Liberation Front (KPNLF) is a respected 
part of the resistance in Kampuchea. Mr Son Sann himself is a respected 
former prime minister of his country. He has agreed in principle to link 
up the three main anti-Vietnam groups, but his actions have been halting 
at best, obstructive at worst. 


We understand his caution. The Khmer Rouge has participated in a front 
before, from 1970-75, and following its wartime victory eliminated by one 
means or another all non-communists within that front. The Khmer Rouge 
movement is far larger than the KPNLF's at present, and its army is far 
larger and better equipped than the 3,000-person military force loyal to 
Son Sann. 


But if caution must be maintained by the non-communist Son Sann in his 
dealings with Khieu Samphan and Pol Pot, so must reality be bore in mind. 
The reality, bluntly, is that Son Sann is not going to win a war without 
the soldiers of the Khmer Rouge. The Khmer Rouge are not going to win 
respect without the respectability of Son Sann (and, for that matter, 
Sihanouk). The Vietnamese will be forced to hand Kampuchea back to the 
Khmer people only when opposition on the military, diplomatic and public 
opinion fronts is so strong that Hanoi can no longer resist. 


For too many months, there has been no movement at all on formation of a 
Kampuchean united front which would include Son Sann and his KPNLF. Khieu 
Samphan and Prince Sihanouk have had discussions on the subject, but Son 
Sann has remained aloof. This is a mistake. Everyone concerned with the 
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problem has agreed that formation of a united front is the only possible 
method which will bring Vietnam to terms. The constant avoiding of the 
subject only delays matters; only allows Vietnam time to consolidate its 
ever-increasing hold on Kampuchea. 


The matter of who is going to hold what post within the front is essentially 
technical, if important. How power is to be shared is also important. 

it is these matters which should be on the minds of Son Sann and other 
Khmer leaders at present. It should not be necessary to plead with, 

cajole or threaten any of them merely to come to a conference table to talk. 


Now it is time to get down to business. Malaysia has graciously offered 

use of facilities in its capital city, and its government's good offices, 

to the Kampuchean leaders for their next talks. These talks should not be 
delayed by any more infighting. There are enough problems ahead for the 
treedom fighters. Surely all of them can realise that a face of disagreement 
right at the start is a poor face to show the world. 


Now is the time for all the Kampuchean leaders, including Son Sann, to show 
that they are united in one goal; to win freedom for their country.

REGIONAL INDUSTRY, INVESTMENT IMBALANCE SEEN 
Bangkok SIAM MAI in Thai 3 Apr 82 pp 29,30 


[Article: “Promote Investments, a System That Lacks Discipline”"] 





[Text] Concerning national economic development in the 5-year development 

plan from the first through the fourth plans, a period of 20 years, it can 

be said that Thailand's economy has made rapid progress. The gross domestic 
product, in constant terms, has risen 7.5 percent per year. The industrial 

sector has expanded at a remarkable rate, faster than any other sector. Accounting 
for only 11.8 percent of the gross domestic product in 1960, industry accounted 
for 20.7 percent by the end of the Fourth National Economic Development Plan 

in 1981. As for agriculture, there was much instability. 


Concerning the general economic growth, even though the rate of growth was 

very high, there were great injustices concerning incomes. Most of the country's 
resources were used to invest in industry and commerce. The many factories 

that sprang up were not dispersed and were centralized in the Central Region, 
particularly in the Bangkok municipal area. 


The disparity in incomes was a very alarming phenomenon in society. Furthermore, 
of the factories that were set up, 41 percent were established in the Central 
Region, of which 22 percent were in Bangkok Municipality. Next came the northeast 
with approximately 34 percent of the new factories. The percentages in the 

north and south were very small, only 16 and 9 percent respectively. 


Most of the fac ories in the northeast, north and south are small. The proportion 
that are rice mills are 82, 78 and 68 percent respectively. 


As for the plants in the Central Region, all are modern heavy industrial plants. 
It was necessary to establish these plants in Bangkok and the surrounding 
provinces because of the need for raw materials and equipment from abroad. 

Also, Bangkok and the sourrounding provinces have many things that provide 

basic support and this is the marketing, communications, financial and labor 
center. 
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Excessive Special Rights 


it 1s very unfortunate that the rapid industrial development in the last 20 
years has resulted in Thailand gaining only small benefits from the development. 
Our only desire has been for Thai laborers to be employed in the industrial 
plants; we did not think about how to stimulate continual employment in industry. 


The Ministry of Finance and the Investement Promotion Board continue to grant 
exceptions and greatly lower import duties on machinery and raw materials. 

This has given rise to excessive demand every year, with the exception of 

1980. The exceptions, or lowered import duties, for machinery and raw materials 
used in industrial activities amounted to 2,686 million baht from a total 

of 2,825 million baht that would normally have been paid. 


It can be seen that the exceptions, or reduced duties, reached 95.80 percent. 
Because of this, the import of middle-level goods and raw materials and capital 
goods-machinery has increased continually. That is, while the value of such 
goods amounted to 18.15 and 24.60 percent of the value of imported goods in 
1960, these percentages rose to 24.94 and 25.38 percent in 1980. 


Giving such great benefits has resulted in the industries that have received 
investment promotion turning to using modern machinery instead of laborers. 
Thus, more and more problems will arise. Besides this, this has also generated 
obstacles in setting up machine tool industries. 


Even though these industries should have grown at the same rate as that of 
other industries, since yearly investements in machinery totalled more than 
half of total investments, in the period 1960-1980, a total of 83,066 million 
baht was invested in programs that received promotion cards. Of this amount, 
45,272 million baht was invested in machinery. 


Excessive Reliance On foreign Investment 


Concerning investment promotion policies in the past, it can be said that 

the Investment Board and the sectors concerned with promoting investments 

have tried to promote foreign investments most, with the goal being to have 

a transfer of technology from abroad. But concerning this transfer of technology, 
only machines and tools have been brought in; few Thai workers have received 
training. 


| having to rely heavily on foreign investments has made it necessary to 
in accord with the conditions set by the countries that invested the money. 
That is, we have had to purchase machinery and raw materials from the countries 
that have capital. For example, low-interest loans were recently provided 
to the Investment Corporation Ltd by Japan, England and other countries. 


The conditions set by these various countries that make investments pose another 
bstacle to the expansion of the machine-tool industries. This is in addit.ion 
» the benefits concerning the waiver of import duties on machinery as was 
itioned above. 
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The Lnvestment Promotion Sector and Politics 


At present, it can be seen that our investment promotion system is completely 
devoid of order in planning. Politics, which is in turmoil, still plays a 
part in and has great influence on stipulating major investment programs. The 
prime minister is still the president of the Investment Promotion Board. The 
power to give permission to increase investments in industry still lies with 
both the Investment Promotion Board and the Ministry of Industry. 


As example is the case in which permission was given to build a plant to produce 
compressors. This case is presently in the news because the Investment Promotion 
Board gave the Kunlathon Kerby Company Ltd permission to build the plant 

while the Ministry of Industry gave permission to the Sanyo Universal Company Ltd. 


The investment promotion units must be composed of committees that are totally 
free from politics.

TPLAF LEAFLET CHALLENGES RESULTS OF TAI ROM YEN OPERATIONS 
Bangkok SIAM MAI in Thai 10 Apr 82 pp 17-20 
{Article: “The Tai rom Yen Plan and the Communist Terrorist Leaflets") 


[Text] On 28 February, approximately 100 communist 

terrorits, including both men and women, armed with 

Mlé6és, M79s and AKs patrolled the Surat Thani-Takuapa 
road near Ban Tha Han in amani Commune, Kapong District, 
Phangnga Province. They stopped and searched all vehicles 
that passed by and handed out propaganda leadflets 

concerning the “Tai Rom Yen" operation of Lieutentant General 
Han. The following are excerpts from the leaflet that SIAM MAI 
feels are interesting. We will let readers decide. 


Since 18 February 1982, the Thai people have been overwhelmed with reports 
concerning the supppression of the southern communists. These suppression 
reports have been released in stages, and things have been coordinated with 
the centers of force throughout the south and some centers in other regions 
so that these activities achieve real and believable results. Those people 
who do not know the truth may think that the southern communists have been 
completely suppressed this time. 





What are the facts about the suppression? Those people who have been close 

to the events know. Were camps 508 and 357 really seized? Were the pictures 
that have been shown on television and in the newspapers really taken in these 
camps’? Normally, the temporary rest camps of TPLAF soldiers are scattered 
about depending on the task. Wherever they are engaged in production, they 

set up a temporary rest camp there. Guard camps are set up in areas that we 
must watch over and guard. In short, there are TPLAF camps all over, both 
those that have been abandoned and those that are still in use. 


concerning tne suppression drive this time, we do not deny that some places 
nay have been seized and pictures taken in order to carry on psychological 
yperations activities. But are those camps factors in ending the people's 
ar? Are they factors in ending the revolutionary war? The factors of war 
oncern oppression. As long as one class, which is in the minority, enjoys 
ippiness though the suffering of another class, which is in the majority, 
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as long as the military, police and armed forces of the ruling class join 
hands with the imperialist (foreign investors), [words erased], capitalists 
and lords to severely oppress the Thai people as they are doing today, as 
long as the people still lead a precarious life of poverty and must purchase 
the necessities of life at high prices while having to sell their produce 

and goods at low prices and as long as those few who are close to the ruling 
class continue to become richer, the revolutionary war will continue unabated 
and the people will rise up and fight to the end. 


Thus, the seizure of a TPLAF camp is definitely not a factor in ending the 

war. Rest camps of the TPLAF can be built within 3 days; if they must be seized, 
go ahead! But in exchange we will kill as many of the soldiers or armed forces 
who serve the oppressors as we can. 


What are the facts? For each camp seized, how many soldiers and police officials 
recruited from poor families have been killed? How many [words erased] who 

have volunteered to be thahan phran irregulars, Regional Security Volunteers 

and Volunteer Defense Corp members have had to die? The [words erased] cannot 

be lied to. Lieutentant General Han shou.d have detalied knowledge. Have the 

500 caskets that were prepared all been used yet? If so, are more quickly 

being prepared? Have the sick beds at the Surat Thani provincial hospital, 

the Yupharat hospital, the field hospitals and the Nakhon Sithammarat provincial 
hospital all been filled to the point where additional cases have had to be 

sent to the Chumphon provincial hospital? 


Government officials have announced that more than 60 have been killed and 
more than 100 have been wounded. Concerning these figures, only those who 
are far from the events and who do not know the facts will [words erased]. 
The TPLAF, which is guarding the interests of the people, has sufferred some 
losses. But the main loss has been the gunpowder used to make mines and grenades. 
These mute soldiers of the people must stand guard 24 hours a day and carry 
out their duties faithfully. Berides this, [the losses] include various items 
that we seized from the army camps, the camps of the thahan phran irregulars 
and police stations. If they want some of it back for psychological propaganda 
purposes, that's all right. 


As for their claim of having seized 100,000 rounds of ammunition from the 
TPLAF, they must have been daydreaming since no TPLAF camp anywhere will have 
so much ammunition stockpiled in the camp. But if, [words erased] some that 
was brought for use in the suppression campaign was pointed out for the mass 
media in order to [words erased], we feel that this may have been possible. 
We admit that in a war both sides must suffer losses. But the TPLAF believes 
that human life is of the gr «© +t value. We will not let people be killed 
unless it is absolutely neceszary. 


The propaganda figures on the number of TPLAF soldiers killed have probably 
been inflated. But these figures might have included the number of innocent 
people who were killed in order to inflate the losses of [words erased]. This 
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iS a method that the ruling class has used continually. As for the government 
Side, in addition to the great numbers of soldiers killed, it has lost various 
war materials such as two aircraft, two military personnel carriers, a number 
of vehicles and Motorcycles and a quantity of equipment. These losses have 
not been publicized to inform the people of the facts. 


This suppression drive in Surat Thani is a major military operation that will 
prove that the various government forces, which are the mechanism of state 
power, have been assembled in order to continue oppressing the forces of the 
TPLAF, which are on the side of the interests of the people. In the end, which 
Side will the people accept? You soldiers, policemen, thahan phran irregulars, 
Regional Sectrity Volunteers, VDC members and other forces who are taking 

part in this suppression drive, think about the situation that you are experiencing 
on the battlefield and think deeply about the tasks that you have been given 
there. Are you serving the nation as the government claims or have you been 
misled with the words “Nation,” “honor” and loyalty” to serve the interests 

of the minority who seek happiness admidst oppression? 


Do your activities provide security for yourself or your families? Will the 
various resources in the country be preserved for the Thai people? Will the 
price of goods do down? Will the wages of your families and fellow countrymen 
go up? Will the crops produced and sold by your families in order to make 

a living increase in price? Do those who are wounded receive sufficient compen- 
Sation and adequate care? These are matters trhat you must consider carefully. 


This suppression drive was launched in the period just before the beginr ‘ag 

of October, which is the period in which there is a scramble for milit.ry 
positions, which are sources of profits. Lieutenant General |words erased], 

who commands from his airconditioned office and who appears only on occasion 

so that the newspapers and television can take pictures, has never been wounded 
in battle, has never experienced great hunger and thirst, has never had to 

go into the mountains to clear mines, has never been hit by shrapnel and has 
never had to experience fatigue and hardships like you have. But when reports 
are issued and commendations are proposed, Lieutenant General [words erased] 
acts like a hero. 


On one hand, this is done in order to maintain the oppression. But on the 

other hand, Lieutenant General [words erased] wants the suppression of the 
people's forces to achieve results so that he can rise up the military hierarchy. 
It does not make any difference to him how many people or how many children 

of poor people are wounded and killed since they are not his relatives. The 

only thing that matters to him is his promotion to assistant |words erased] 

this coming October. 


During this military operation in Surat Thani, many soldiers, police officias, 
thahan phran irregulars, Regional Security Volunteers and VDC members have 
been killed or wounded. We of the TPLAF wish to express our sympathy to the 
families of these people. Let this be a lesson to those who take part in this 
operation. 
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You should accept the fact that it is the people who maintain society and 
the nation. The people will not consent to continually living under the yoke 
of oppression. The people will fight to the end. The people's war will expand 
and will certainly be victorious in the end.

ADHERENCE TO U.S. MILITARY DOCTRINE, STRATEGY CRITICIZED

{[Article: “Military Doctrine, Don't Copy the Ideas of Foreigners] 


[Text The science column greatly welcomes the army's formation of a work committee 
to study the problem of “military doctrine.” The following views are being 
presented for consideration by general officers. 


The word “military doctrine” has been translated from English. Since ancient 
times, Thailand has traditionally had a military doctrine but it was our own. 

We did not copy Western ideas. But during the period in which many Americans 

came in as “advisors,” Western instructors lectured on military strategy and 
military doctrine. Most of the ideas presented were based on American ideas. 

Thus, the military doctrine that we studied at the [army] Field Forces Department, 
the National Defense College and the various military academies was always 

based on American thinking. 


In fact, American military textbooks say that in order to form an accurate 
and correct military doctrine, the nations's basic targets must be observed. 
That is, the national interests must be understood first. When the national 
interests have been set, the structure of the national strategy, or military 
strategy, can be outlined accordingly. Following this, the military doctrine, 
which is the final matter, can be considered before plans and policies are 
made concerning military strategy and tactics. 


I now want to discuss the “national interests” of Thailand. Concerning the 
curriculum that was taught at high echelons, during the period when the new 
curriculum was implemented, the Thai military used the textbooks of those 
foreign instructors who came to serve as military advisors. They copied them 
and revised them for use in our country. Professor Sacalapbino and Professor 
Tar from the United States were the ones who initially started teaching such 
material here. 


As for what the real national interests are in accord with the characteristics 


of Thai society, no one has yet provided a clar explaination. For example, 
there was recently a seminar on “national security” that was held at the auditorium 
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ot the Information Operation Center, Chulalongkorn University. General Saiyut 
Koetphon and Prime Minister Prem attended the seminar but no resolute solutions 
to the problem were forthcoming since there are clear problems in our military 
circles. 


First, concerning the characteristics of interests in Thai society, no one 

knows tor sure what the basic characteristics of the national interests are 

in the various sectors, such as the military, politics, the economy, society 

and culture. In what form does Thai society want to establish order concerning 
interests for the masses throughout the country? No decision could be reached 

about even this. In short, the national interest lies in preserving the institutions 
of nation, religion and monarchy. And with this the seminar came to an end. 


Second, if the national interest and security problems can be solved satisfactorily, 
the problem of the national military strategy can be solved without much trouble. 
That is, some people (this is a true story) with the rank of lieutenant general 

and general feel that army Policy 66/1980, which calls for a political offensive 
against the masses and a military offensive against the enemy, is a national 
Strategy. This is definitely not so. Strategy refers to all aspects of military 
science. As for military science, everything from weapons, personnel, war 
materials, the arrangement of the masses, the formation of both military and 
paramilitary forces and the formation of civilian forces must be considered 

in order to defend against the enemy. 


At present, the United States is very weak concerning civil defense. In a 
drill held recently in the United States, they assumed that the president 
had been killed in the nuclear war and that military experts were carrying 
out things in conjunction with those in power who had replaced the president. 
At the end of the nuclear war exercise, it was concluded that the “greatest 
weakness” of the U.S. strategic readiness system was the civilian front. 


Military experts have pointed out that, in their opinion, a real problem presently 
facing Thailand that cannot be solved is the matter of the intelligence system. 
They say that, at present, Thailand's intelligence system is completely disorgani zai 
Since the special security police have been weakened to the point where the 
National Security Center, the National Security Council and the Central 
Intelligence Department do not have a proper intelligence system. The nation's 
important intelligence system is deteriorating continually. 


Evaluating intelligence at the national level is something that the government 
has not given any attention to. It mostly likes to play with intelligence 

for its own purposes. For example, after rising to power, people use 
intelligence and carry out their duties of supporting intelligence work in 
order to keep themselves in power. But no one helps them to succeed. There 
are only people who spread rumors; they have never done intelligence work 

but have only spread rumors that spread like wildfire. 


And pardon me, but these rumors of very low value that must be carefully checked 
still wound the government and cause government instability. 
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The final point is that, concerning military doctrine, there are many Asian 
lessons, such as the lessons from Vietnam that stipulated a guerrilla-type 
of military doctrine and that enabled the southern Vietnamese to mibliize 
forces and unite to fight the Americnas unti"® they won. This is something 
that will certainly go down in history. 


There are many important stories that can be related. Once, the Greeks attacked 
and destroyed the city of Toxila [in India]. They wanted to occupy the land 

in order to gradually expand their empire. Meeting an Indian philosopher, 

a Greek expert asked him whether he could foresee any problems in their attempt 
to seize control of the entire world. The philosopher did not say anything. 
Rather, he took a large leaf and pressed it in the center. But the edge of 

the leaf started shaking because of the pressure in the center. Finished, 

the philosopher said only that the more you expand your power, the more attention 
you must give to your power center. The comparison was that you can set up 

a powerful center but the areas surrounding the empire will be unstable and 
cannot be kept quiet. After listening to all of this, the Greek officer immediately 
withdrew and took his forces back to the capital. But it was too late to preserve 
the empire since the various colonies had risen up. 


This Indian-Western story teaches us that before thinking about stipulating 
something, people must first consider what the problems are. When the problems 
are known, things can gradually be adjusted. And pardon me but Thailand's 
“military doctrine” contains nothing new. There are still many things that 

can be learned from the history of the guerrilla activities of the Thais who 
fought the Burmese and {later in history] the Japanese in the second world 
war. 


The problem is that no one who gets involved in military affairs really studies 
this. Western textbooks can be thrown away. Western military doctrine has 
continually suffered defeats during the past 20 years. United States military 
doctrine should not be used in Thailand. Why should we study a doctrine that 
has suffered defeats or use this in the Thai army? That is shameful.

CAR BOMB EXPLODES NEAR ROYAL GUARD POST 
BKO60626 Bangkok POST in English 6 May 82 p 3 


[Text] A powerful car bomb exploded just across the street from the Royal 
Guard battalion on Sukhothai Road yesterday evening, slightly injuring two 
construction workers. 


The blast damaged buildings of the nearby Santirat commercial school, severed 
power lines, shattered a telephone booth and stripped several nearby trees 
of their leaves. The car itself was reduced to a twisted wreck. 


Police who rushed to inspect the scene of the explosion said they suspected 
several pounds of TNT explosive hidden in the Toyota sedan must have been 
detonated by an electrical timer at 5:15 pm. They described the explosion 
as the most powerful ever to occur in Bangkok metropolis. 


Police also found three live 105-mm artillery shells near the scene of the 
explosion. The shells were believed to have been in the Toyota car, but 
they failed to explode. 


They said it was possible that the car had been towed to the area earlier 
in the day. A witness who regularly parked his car in the area told police 
that he saw a man in a white shirt sitting in the car prior to the blast. 


Police Director-General Suraphon Chunlaphran inspected the scene shortly 
after the incident and held a meeting with high-ranking police officers 
at Dusit police station. 


He said he believed the bomb had been set off by elements who have ill 
intentions towards the country. He added that explosives inside the 

three artillery shells found by the police had been removed and replaced 
with less powerful explosives suggesting that the perpetrators had intended 
to create panic rather than to kill people or destroy properties. 


Police were still trying to determine the motive of the blast last night. 
Mr Phethai Amatayakun, owner of the Santirat commercial school, estimated 
the damage to the school buildings at about 20,000 baht. But he said a 


more thorough examination would be carried out to find out if any of the 
buildings had cracked from the force of the explosion.

1981 OIL IMPORT BILL UP

[Text] Thailand's import bill for petroleum and its by-products rose by 
9.28 percent to 63,245.439 million baht last year from 57,874.447 million 
baht in 1980, according to the Board of Trade [BOT]. The 1981 figure 
included 47,240.603 million baht worth of crude oil, 14,218.712 million baht 
refined products and 1,785.124 million baht lubricants. 


The country's crude oil import bill last year increased by 20.19 percent 
over 1980, but the volume of imports dropped by 2.8 percent. The sharp 
rise in the oil bill was attributed to price increases. 


Thailand imported 9,584.899 million litres of crude oil worth 47,240.603 
million baht in 1981 as against 9,860.738 million litres valued at 39, 304. 340 
million baht in 1980. 


Saudi Arabia was Thailand's largest oil supplier, with 6,137.2 million 
litres worth 29,336.5 million baht--equivalent to 64.03 percent in volume 
and 62.1 percent in value of Thailand's total oil imports. 


Thailand's imports of refined petroleum products last year declined by 

29.71 percent in volume and 16.56 percent in value, BOT said. The country 
bought 2,455. 751 million litres of finished oil products worth 14,218. 712 
million baht in 1981 as against 3,493.582 million litres worth 17,040.478 
million baht in the previous year. The figures included 1,191.335 million 
litres of diesel oil worth 7,466.194 million baht and 866.233 million litres 
of bunker oil worth 4,123.02" million baht. Bunker oil imports showed a 
sharp drop of 35.99 percent from 1980 because local production rose by 
133.232 million litres or 5.18 percent over the previous year. 


Petrol imports last year also dropped by 30.79 percent to 281.168 million 
litres from 406.240 million litres in 1980, but imports of kerosene grew 
by five times to 40.672 million litres. 


Imports of jet oil fell by a steep 63.03 percent because of the sharp 
increase in local production, while lubricant imports increased by 16.77 
percent to 1, 786.124 million baht worth. 


According to statistics, demand for oil in Thailand dropped slightly by 


1.71 percent last year, judging from sales of 11,408.949 million litres as 
against 11,607. 365 million litres in 1980.

LAOS URGED TO ABIDE BY COMMUNIQUE--A high ranking Thai official yesterday 
called on Laos to strictly abide by the joint communique signed with Thailand 
which calls for the two parties to settle their disputes through peaceful 
negotiations. Secretary-general of the National Security Council, Sqn-Ldr 
Prasong Sunsiri, said that if the joint communique was honored, disputes 
between the two countries could be resolved peacefully. But in actual 
practice, he said he felt that Laos was more willing to use force to settle 
the dispute. "We really don't understand," he added and continued that the 
“aggressive behaviour" on the Laotian side had created ill feelings among 
the Thai people towards the Laotians. He called on Laos to think of the 
mutual interests, the two countries enjoy. "The loss to properties can
